The affidavit continued that the books of the 
Consumers’ Gas company show that whilst 
the capital stock was (50,000 shares, 
20,000 shares belong to the company as 
treasury stock, and the same were deposited 
with the Central Trust company of New York, 
No certificates of the Fidelity Insurance Trust 
and Safe Deposit company had been issued 
against this stock, and the Consumers’ Gas 
company’s trial balance showed that the stock 
was treasury stock. 
Suburban Becomes a Chicago Gas Asset. 


In November, 1893, the affiant goes on, the 
books of the Suburban Gas company showed 
that it had a total capital stock of 500 shares 
of the par value of $50,000, of which 493 
shares stood in the name of E. J. Jers- 
manowski, trustee for the benefit of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke. company, and one 
sharein the name of each of the seven di- 
rectors of the company respectively. The 
whole of said 500 shares was carried on the 
books of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany asan asset of thatcompany. . 

In the same month, it is averred, 2,093 of 
the 3,000 shares of the Hyde Park Gas com- 
pany stood in the name of the Central Trust 
company, which also held 7,893 of the 8,000 
shares of the Lake Gas company. The com- 
position of Boards of Directors so as to in- 
elude the same men in_ several com- 
panies is detailed at length, followed 
by a description of the formation of 
the original Chicago Gas Trust company, the 
quo warranto proceedings against it, its dis- 
solution, and the arrangement whereby the 
shares of the four companies were deposited 
with the Philadelphia Trust company against 
which the latter issued its certificates. All 
the earnings of the four companies applica- 
ble to dividends, it is averred, were, in No- 
vember, 1893, and prior thereto, remitted to 
the Philadelphia Trust company a8 a com- 
mon fund, to be applied ratably on the lat- 
ter’s trust certificates. 

Referring to the Suburban company the 
affiant says that for several years it has manu- 
factured no gas but uses that made by the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke company. In 
1229 the Suburban company sold to the lat- 
ter all its inains, pipes, and meters south of 
Balmoral avenue, together with its franchise. 
In October, 1892, the indebtedness of the 
Suburban Gas company to the Chicago 
Gaslight and:Coke company, amounting to 
$197,819, aside from the indebtedness on 
general account, was canceled, and the Chi- 
eago Gaslight and Coke company gave to 
the Suburban Gas company its note for 
$402,180, making up the purchase price of

DYNAMITE OARTRIDGES USED TO RE- 
MOVE THE OBSTRUOTION. 


Supt. Pettigrew Wastes No Time and Be.- 
fore Daylight Has the Breakwater 
Across the Lake Shore Drive Richt of 
Way Destroyed=Mr. Rozet’s Counsel 
and the Lincoln Park Board's Attorney 
Agree to a Truce, but Policemen Are 
Kept on Guard. 

O)The break water that George H. Rozet built 
across the right of way of the North Shore 
drive at the foot of Cornelia street, in Lake 
View, last Friday was blown to pieces with 
fifty pounds of dynamite early yesterday 
morning by Supt, Pettigrew of Lincoln Park. 
The noise resembled the firing of heavy can- 
non, and was so alarming that some of the 
people living near by turned out to investi- 
gate. 
under a plank shelter warned the curious vis- 
itor to stand back. 

The work of destruction was the result of 
the council of war held Monday night ina 
mansion in the immediate neighbcrhood, 
where Supt. Pettigrew listened to the argu- 
ments and advice of several prominent law- 
yers for three hours, and then made up his 
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BLOWING 


mind to destroy the breakwater before day- { Superior Court was in favor of the defendants. 


light. There was good reason to believe Mr. 
Rozet would have an injunction ready early 
in the morning, and there was no way to foil 
him except by wiping out the breakwater be- 
fore he could. get service. 

Supt. Pettigrew was no stranger to dyna- 
mite, as his employés used it constantly for 
blowing up stumps and removing obstacles of 
all kindsin the park. But to organize a 
dynamite party at midnight required some 
effort. 
was asleep on the West Side, and the stock of 
dynamite cartridges was buried in the park. 
But by hard driving Brown wag got out of 
bed, the dynamite was. got out of the ground, 
and everything was ready at Cornelia street 
by 1 a.m. The heavy sea that was running 
proved a formidable obstacle to the work, and 
the great waves more than once nearly swept 
Brown from the breakwater while he was in- 
serting his cartridges in the structure. 


Blowing Up the Breakwater. 


The cartridges were sunk inthe water in- 
side the breakwater and exploded first in one 
part of it and then in another, until by suc- 
cessive blasts the destruction was complete. 
Several cartridges were located together and 
to one of them a waterproof fuse was fast- 
ened. When the fire exploded one cartridge 
it was expected that the concussion would ex- 
plode the others. But owing to the water- 
cushion this did nct take place, and Brown 
was paddling for hoursin water with dyna- 
mite cartridges in it. Atlast one of the work- 
men contributed a milk can to the work. The 
milk can full of cartridges was sunk in the 
breakwater and fired and all went off to- 
gether. The people all around for a mile 
were aroused, and at the same time the wood- 
work of the breakwater, smashed into kin- 
dling wood, was thrownupon the shore hy 
surf. Then everybody but half a dozen park 
policemen went home and went to sleep. 

George H. Rozet and Contractor Fletcher 
came down to the beach bright and early to 
see the ruins and found Supt. Pettigrew’s 
men at work with axes and saws completing 
the devastation wrought by the dynamite. and 
soon afterward a message arrived from At- 
torney Gregory that the counsel on both sides 
had agreed toatruce. This had the effect of 
stopping the work of demolition, but fourteen 
park hands worked all day dragging the pile 
driver in to the shore, where it could not sua- 
denly be used again, and a strong force of 
park policemen ‘was on duty all day and all 
last night to prevent Mr. Rozet from violat- 
ing the truce. The force has been reinforced 
with Policeman McGrath of the Lake View 
Station, who has orders to report any disturb- 
ance at once to Inspector Schaack. 


Rozet on His Mettle. 


The angriest man in Chicago yesterday was 
Mr. Rozet. ‘The Park Commissioners want 
a fight, do they?’ he said. * Well, I will give 
them all they want. Dynamite, eh? Well we 
will see what will happen to the park board. 
Settling law questions and destroying private 
property with dynamite! That breakwater 
cost $600, and they blew it up with dynamite. 
But it is not all gone, mark you, the piles are 
still there, are they not? I will not say what 
I will do, but there will be litigation over it, 
of course.” 

This discourse was taken to mean that, as 
some remnants of the break water were left, an 
injunction might yet be got restraining the park 
board from any further work of destruction. 
and settling incidentally the property right 
involved, not only in the dynamite episode, 
but in the construction of the North Shore 
drive as well. This injunction may be pro. 
cured today. 

In view of these developments the case of 
Contractor Fletcher, who appeared yesterday 
morning before Justice Mahoney to answer a 
charge of trespass on park property was con- 
tinued to March 30. Mr. Rozet and his at- 
torney, James Monroe, were present, and 
made a motion for the continuance.

The block represented by Rozet is called 
Block 12. and has been owned successively 
by E. E. Hundley, J. H. Reese, W. K. Nixon, 
Oliver Ditson, J. M. Hooker, A. J. Drexel of 
Philadelphia, who married Rozet’s sister, and 
finally by Edward T. Stokesbury, Drexel’s 
son-in-law. The two blocks to the north of 
it, No.°? and No. 6, have had a variety of 
owners. The last suit over the Drexel prop- 
erty was begun by Drexel in April, 1891, and 
was a bill in chancery to quiet his-title to the 
strip of land between his land and the lake, 
and the-chief defendant was the City of Chi- 
cago, as successor to the Town of Lake View. 

Drexel, in his bill, said the city was ciaim- 
ing the fee to this strip on She ground that 
Hundley in his plat, filed in 1855, laid out 
this strip as a street and dedicated it to public 
uses.

This chancery suit of Drexel was tried in 
the Superior Court before Judge Shepard, who 
sustained all of Drexel’s contentions and de- 
clared his title to be good to all the land be- 
tween Block 12 atid the waters of the lake. 
An-appeal-was taken to the Supreme Court, ~ 
where the decree of the lower court was s1s- 
tained and affirmed. Drexel then extended 
his fences to the water’s edge, where they have 
remained ever since. The value of the Drexel 
property, with this addition, "nay be inferred 
from the fact that it was assessed $30,000 for 
the erection of the North Shore drive and al- 
lowed a rebate of $9,000 for the right of way 
taken over the submerged land in front of it. 

In the opinion of the Supreme Court it was 
conspicuously pointed out that though the 
City of Chicago had noclaim tothis strip it did 
not follow that the other property owners in the 
subdivision had no rights init.

inches in length, and it must when secured be 
split in half. Then one end must be tied with 
a piece of. red twine three inches in length. 
Then, while the man repeats the Ten Com- 
mandments in their proper order, he must in- 
sert the three hairs from the dog half way 
down the split stick. Then, with an- 
other piece of red twine three 
inches in length, the other end of the split 
“stick must be securely fastened. The man 
must then insert the stick, with its twine and 
hair attachment in, the space above the third 
button of his vest, counting from the top, and 
walk to his home, going backward, and when 
he reaches his home he must walk up-stairs 
backward three times, each time saying the 
Ten Commandments backward. Then he 
must take the stick with its accouterments 
and place it in a position under the third step 
of the stairs.

CHEAP LABOR DRIVEN OUT OF ALTOONA.

Mob Attacks Italians and Burns 
Shanties=Men Badly Hurt. 


Auroona,. Pa., March 20.—A mob of 300 
men and boys today went to the edge of the 
city; where seventy-five Italian laborers were 
at work, and with sticks, stones, and pistols 
drove them into the woods. One of the vic- 


pistol bullet, another was so badly beaten that 
he may die, and several others were 
seriously hurt. The men attacked were 
brought here yesterday by a Philadel- 
phia contractor and put to work on a 
new electric railway at 75 cents aday. After 
driving the workmen away from the work, the 
rioters drove them to Bellwvod, nine miles 
away, having first set. fire to the shanties in 
which the Italians had been housed. Then 
they ordered the residents of tae Italian quar- 
ter to leave the city. A large number of them 
have obeyed the order. The Mayor has prom- 
ised that local labor shall be employed.

New-Yorkers Prepare for 4 Hurried Trip 

and Ask by Telegraph for Fifteen Min- 

utes in Which to Protest Against the 

Bland BiilePrivate Car Engaged and 

| Every Detail Prepared for the Journey, 

but the President Says “ Don’t Come ” me 
Other New York News. 

New Yorx, March 20.—(Special.]—Presi- 
dent Cleveland has given an unhappy evening 
to the leading bankers and merchants of this 
town. After the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce today protestingagainst the Bland 
silver bill, a message was sent to Wash- 
ington asking the President to name 
the -hour at which. the Chamber of 
Commerce delegation could call at the White 
House tomorrow and ‘present its memorial. 
They only wanted fifteen minutes, so their 
telegraphic inquiry explained, and they wired 
the hope that the President would be accessi- 
ble éarly enough in the day to permit 
their return to New York early in the. after- 
noon. A dozen conspicuous bankers and 
merchants were on this committee, including 
men like Oscar Strauss, Alexander Orr, Louis 
Windmuller, and Brayton Ives, who, in addi- 
tion to being prominent in commercial and 
financial circles, are credited with being 


-especially close to President Cleveland. 


The memorial adopted by the Chamber was 
long and eloquent. It was to be presented to 
the President tomorrow with a little addition- 
al oratory. A private car was engaged and 
every arrangement made to leave town early 
in the morning, so early that a caterer was 
directed to serve breakfast on board the pri- 
vate car at 8 o'clock, This latter func- 
tion will. however, be hardly necessary. 
President Cleveland sits on the scheme of the 
proposed trip. In the phrase of an indignant 
business-man, the President ‘snubs’ the 
greatest commercial body in the land.” He 
has bluntly notified the New York excursion- 
ists that they had better stay at home. He 
does not need them—wouid prefer to get along 
without them. 

It was rather late tonight when the White 
House notice to this effect arrived, and, till 
long past midnight, there has been a lively 
gathering of the Chamber of Commerce com.- 
mittee. Those of them who have got the news 
are dazed, They freely confess that they don’t 
know what to make of this unexpected turn 
of affairs. Most of them are professing to be- 
lieve that the message from the White House 
is really encouraging. They argue that if 
the President were gomg to let the 
bill .-become a law either by signing 
it or omitting to veto it he would not 
have.warned the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee off the White House grounds. Presi- 
dent Smitb of the Chamber of Commerce is 
olitspoken in his confidence that Cleve- 
land’s intentions are all right. Other 
mém bers of the committee con- 
cur in __ this cheering view. That 
in the way they all talk for publication, but 
among theiuselves there is uo disguise of 
tlie fact that they feel a good deal less chipper 
tonight than they did when this afternoon 
they Were making speeches, elaborating me- 
morials, and hiring private cars. 

At the Windsor Hotel tonight a bet was of- 
feted of 2 to 1, good for any part of $10,000, 
that President Cleveland would sign the bill. 


WAR AMONG THE THEOSOPHISTS., 
W. QO. Judge, Head of the Américan Branch, 
Explains His Position. 

New York, March 20.—[Special.]—There 
is war in the ranksof the theosophists, Away 
in far-Off India the battle note was first sound- 
ed; it was answered by a blast of defiance in 
this city, and now all over the world the devo- 
tees of occultism are arming for the fray and 
wondering what the outcome will be. A 
‘* misuse of the names and handwriting of the 
Mahatmas” is the charge which has created 
all the enmity, and if was made in India and 
transmifted to Col, H. 8. Olcott, the present 
President of the Theosophical Society. It is 
against William Q. Judge, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, who is also the General Secretary and 
head of the American Branch of the society. 
He said tonight: 

‘** Perhaps when the committee is convened 
I shall, for the first time, have particulars as 
to persons, dates, and the like ef the charges 
made, none of which up to this time I have 
had except inthe formof rumor. The rumors 
have been.used by the enemies of the society 
to show if possible dissension among us. 
shall object from beginning to end‘to any 
committee of the Theosophical Society con- 
sidering any charge against any person which 
involves an inquiry and decision as to the ex- 
istence, hames, powers, functions, or methods 
of the *Mahatmas or Masters.’ I shall do 
this for the protection of the Theosophical So- 
ciety now and hereafter, regardless of the re- 
sult to myself. The society has no dogma as 
to the existence of such masters. 

‘The whole praposal brings up serious and 
complicated questions of occultism touching 
upon the matter of the existence, powers, 
functions, and methods of * masters’ in 
whom many theosophists believe, but as to 
whom the Theosophical Society is neutral as 
an organized body. As is known to some 
theosophists I have not been entirely without

Supt. Byrnes Foreéd to Prefer Charges 
Against Capt. Haughey. 

New York, March 20,—[Special.}—Supt. 
Byrnes will tomorrow prefer charges against 
Capt. William R. Haughey of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station for neglect of duty. His 
action will be in accordance with instructions 
from the Police Commissioners who are unan- 
imous in their opinion that Capt. Haughey’s 
case demands investigation. When Central 
Office detectives made a series’of raids a short 
time ago in the precincts of Capts. Price and 
Martens they also raided several houses in Gapt. 
Haughey’s precinct. Supt. Byrnes did not con- 
sider that Haughey had neglected his duty. 


Their Bondsmen Give Them Up. 


The growing belief that a number of those 
under indictment for Gravesend election crimes 
are intending to follow Justice Sutherland's ex- 
ample and take to flight has induced a_ general 
desire amo the bondsmen to surrender their 
principals. oday the bondsman of Justice 
of the Peace Newton insisted upon surrendering 
him, as did also Charles Altman, a Coney Island 
saloonkeeper. who is surety to the amount of 
$19,500 for five different Dripel pais, includi 
the absent Sutherlana. Two of the surrendere 
men—William Lyons and John H. Brownhill— 
were locked up tonieht. Nothing regarding 
Sutherland's whereabouts has been received in 
Brooklyn. 


Jewels Seized by Customs Officers, 

Special customs inspectors today seized jewel- 
ry worth $5,000 found the possession of M. 
and Mme. Weilde Bonilla, passengers on the 
Bretagne. The couple made no déclara- 
tion . of the jewelry and had 
their luggage passed. The inspectors acted 
upon information received from abroad. The 
manager of the Hotel Martin said they had told 
him most of the seized jewelry was intended as 
presents to relatives aad friends in Buenos Ayres, 
South America, for which piace they intended 
sailing in a shorttime. Thecouple say. they can 
explain everything satisfactorily to all concerned.

Further than this the mystery has not yet been 
unraveled, Dr. Cyrus Edson, after an exami- 
nation of the body, is positive it was boiled 
not more than fifteen minutes. He says the 
crime must have been that of a maniac. 


Decision Favors the Colored Man, 


T. Thomas Fortune, the colored editor and 
speaker. has won his case against Saloonkeeper 
James Trainor of New York before the Court of 
Appeals. Trainor refused to sell Fortune beer 
over his bar because he was colored. Fortune 
was ejected with some violence. He sued Trainor 
and was awprded $1,016 damages. Trainor ap- 
pealed the case and today the Court of Appeals 
affirmed the decision of the court below.

Should Doubtful Members Support It the 

' Kl Wilt Pass the lows Legislature 
It Will Be Acceptable as a Compromise 
Measure—Extremists Among Prohibi- 
tionist Members Oppose Both the House 
and Senate Bills=Secret Caucusof House 
Members Held in the Evening. 


Dzs Motnzs, Ia., March 20.—[Special.]— 
It was expected that the consideration of the 
temperance question would begin in the Sen- 
ate again todayon the motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the Carpenter bill was lost. 
However, as this afternoon was set for the me- 
morial exercises for Judge McDill, the special 
order was postponed until Thursday morning 
and'the Senate adjourned. The Prohibition- 
ists in the Senate, who realize clearly the po- 
sition in which they have been placed by their 
allegiance with the Democrats in order to de- 
feat the Carpenter bill, are now busily en- 
gaged trying to get enough votes to pass the 
bill in the modified form which they demand- 
ed asthe price of their votes. It is believed 
tonight they have secured twenty-four votes 
for the modified bill, with Senators Vale and 
Chantry in doubt. As it requires twenty-six 
votes to pass a measure in the Senate they 
are still short, but an effort will be made to 
line up the Republicans in the caucus tomor- 
row evening in support of this measure. 

A number of people are here from the large 
cities today. Richard Root of Keokuk was 
asked how the people of his section would be 
satisfied with the Carpenter bill with the pro- 
visions in regard to spirituous liquors stricken 
out. Hesaid it would not be entirely satis- 
factory, but they would accept it as a com- 

romise measure, Ex-Senator Reiniger | of 

loyd, who was the special champion of tem- 
perance in the last session, says he favors a 
resubmission resolution. 
To Retain the Spirituous Clause. 

An effort will be made in the Senate Repub- 
lican caucus to have the members consent to 
retaining the word “ spirituous”’ in the bill 
on the ground that the inhabitants of the 
rural counties who would hardly favor the in- 
troduction of the saloons. for the sale of 
whisky would be more liable to vote to li- 
cense malt and vinous liquors. Senator 
Reiniger takes this position, although he says 
that if the amended Carpenter bill is passed 
it will place the State in the same condition 
that it was before prohibition was enacted 
and will thus avoid going back on the record 
of the last forty years. 

Senator Carpenter is looking up thoroughly 
the question of the constitutionality of his 
bill and will present his findings to the caucus 
tomorrow ‘night. He is confident the bill is 
constitutional. 

In the House a caucus of Republican mem- 
bers was called for this evening to determine’ 
what action will be taken when the considera- 
tion of the Hcuse bill will come up tomorrow. 
The friends of local option desire to offer the 
local option measure which was introduced 
by Mr. Chassell early in the session. It is a 
county option measure, and while it is be- 
lieved that quite a number, if not all the 
Democratic members, will vote for the bill, 
as it includes a manufacturing clause, yet a 
number of the Prohibition Republicans will 
refuse to support it. Several of the liberal 
Republicans are opposed to the presentation 
of the bill, as they are not satisfied that it 
will be impossible to pass an honest measure 
of relief by Republican votes alone, and they 
believe the bill which was defeated in the 
House may yet be passed, Should the Car- 
penter bill pass, as amended, and the House 
should pass the mulet bill, they say the biils 
could go toa committee of sealnendn with 
the probable result that the amended Car- 
penter bill would eventually become a law. 

The ultra Prohibitionists are preparing to 
make a firm stand in opposition to the pas- 
sage of either of these measures, A comunit- 
tee, consisting of Representative Van Gilder, 
Bell, and Jay, who represent the uncompro- 
mising Prohibitionists, have been at work ona 
bill which they presented to the caucus this 
evening. Itis in line with the Finn malct 
bill that was defeated in the Senate. It sim- 
ply provides for an additional section to the 
present prohibitory law empowering cities of 
a certain size to add further restrictions in re- 
gard to the traffic. In effect it would simply 
legalize the *‘ disorderly house’’ ordinances 
now in force in many of the cities and towns 
of the State. The liberal Republicans in the 
House will oppose the adoption of any such 
measure, 

Members in Secret Caucus, 


The Republicans of the House held a secret 
caucus tonight to consider the temperance 
question. There were sixty members present 
and the caucus lasted until a late hour. 
The question of the reconsideration of 
the House mulet bill was put and 
a majority favored reconsideration. The 
question of passing the bill with the resolution 
for resubmission attached was submitted, and 
on a roll-call 34 members voted in favor and 
23 against. The Carpenter Senate bill 
was aiso considered ‘and a vote taken on it 
with the resolution for resubmission attached. 
This received 26 votes to 24 against. Mr. 
Van Gilder presented the bill which had been 
prepared by the committee consisting of Van 
Gilder, Bell, and Jay. It was discovered that 
the bill did not provide for amending the 
present law and instead of becoming a 
wnulct bill it would operate as a straight 
license law in the cities.

DE FRANCE CASE ENDS TODAY, 


Will Probably Go to the Jury at Kalama- 
. Zoo, Mich, 

ALAMAZOO, Mich., March 20.—[Special.]— 
When the De France trial was resumed this 
morning Mrs. De France was recalled by the 
defense and told how Cornelius Britt, the 
Detroit lawyer, who yesterday testified to 
having manufactured the Galvin contracts 
used by the defense in proving an alibi, had 
harassed her for money under the guise of 
being De France’s attorney. This was while 
De France was in jail in Kalamazoo. He got 
about $265 altogether. She said Britt wan‘ed 
her to enter into a scheme to he!p her husband 
escape but she refused. France was re- 
cailed and denied ever having instructed 
Britt to draw the Galvin contracts. He said 
they had had no money since their house was 
robbed and were using borrowed money now. 
He also complained that since his arrest in 
October he had not been able to see his 
wife and his attorneys freely. This closed the 
testimony, and Prosecutor Frost opened the 
argument for the prosecution, briefly review- 
ing the case and scoring the witnesses for the 
defense, particularly the Galvins and Pea- 
body, ** the professional alibi witness.” Col. 
E. M. Irish, in opening for the defense, made 
an impressive speech. A.J. Sawyer of Ann 
Arbor continued the argument for the de- 
fense.

END LIFE TOGETHER. 


YOUNG OOUPLE OROSSED IN LOVE 
HANG THEMSELVES ON SAME ROPE. 


‘Their Bodies Found Hanging from a Tree 


Near Oskaloosa, Ia.—They Had Jumped 
to Death at the Same Time from a Car- 
riage SeateNotes Fastened to the Horses 
That Were Let Loose Make the First 
Announcement — General Northwest 
News. , 


Osxatoosa, Ia., March 20.—[Special.]— 
The bodies of John Reed and Etta Shaw were 
found late last night hanging to the limb of a 
tree in Adams Township, this county, where, 
it is supposed, they had been since Sunday 
night. They were in love with each other and 
their parents refused to permit them to marry 
on account of their youth, neither being over 
18 years old. They were last seen at 11 
o’clock Sunday night driving near this place 
where their bodies were found. They had un- 
hitched the horses and tied a card to each 
giving directions where they would be found. 
Then, standing in the buggy, a rope was 
thrown over a limb, one end tied around each 
of their necks, and both jumped into eternity. 
Letters on their bodies instructed their friends 
to bury them in coffins alike and have a double 
funeral. | 

When the girl’s parents had finally refused 
to permit Reed’s attentions to their daughter 
she had sought and obtained work at a neigh- 
bor’s napréd Victor. Reed went to the saine 
place té work. The ruse being discovered, the 
gi s taken*home and during Sunday they 
met and together drove to the wood where 
they ended their lives. 

The horses on which the placards had been 
placed announcing where the two bodies could 
be found were turned loose. During Monday 
the workmen in a field noticed the harnessed 
team wandering around and seeing the card 
caught the horses. The relatives were imme- 
diately notified and a company of five found 
the dead bodies hanging from the tree as 
given in the card of instructions. The bodies 
were taken down by the .relatives and cared 
for at their homes. Letters were found on 
each body giving directions for the disposal 
of personal effects. The requests were car- 
ried out and this morning the funeral oc- 
curred. The graves were made side by side in

SWIFT & CO. REBATE CASE HEARING. 


Long Trial Begins in a Test Suit Involving 
Packers and Railroads. 

Hearing in the assumpsit suit brought by 
Swift & Co., packers, against the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk four years ago was begua yes- 
terday before Judge Burke. The plaintiffs 
seek to recover rebates on freight amounting 
to $100,000. The evidence in the case is 
technical and involves wading through two 
large trunks full of railroad bills of - lading. 
Samuel Baxter Foster and Charles M. Osborn 
are the principal attorneys, representing the 
railroad, and Edwin Walker and Mason 
B. Loomis are counsel for Swift & Co, 
A jury was secured and the taking of testi- 
mony was commenced, The legal array was 
reinforced by the appearance of Attorney J. 
E. Meadow of Detroit, general counsel for 
the defendant road, and Attorney Williamson 
of Cleveland, the general solicitor of the New 
@ork, Lake Erie and Western, who is watch- 
ing the case, since it is in the nature of a 
test. The case bears upon the legal ability of 
the raitroads to charge whatever prices they 
choose as common carriers, the plaintiff con- 
tending that exorbitant freight charges have 
been made by the defendants amounting to 
over $100,000. The first witness called was 
David Hartwell, Secretary for Swift & Co., to 
show the capacity of the plaintiff's business. 
He said that his company paid on an’ average 
$6,000,000 a year freight charges and that it 
employed between 4,000 and 5.000 men. 
One hundred and fifty cars of dead meat was 
shipped over the different railroads each day.

EXOEPTED OITIES COMMITTEE FIXES 
THREE AGENOY BOUNDARY LINES. 


The Result Is a Compromise Between the 

| Advocates of the O14 City Limite and 

the Restrictionists=Finding Not Likely 

to Give Satisfaction to All=Objections 

Made to Real Estate »_Men Acting as 

Insurance Agents=New Life Company 
in Minneapolis«Insurance Notes. ‘ 


The “excepted cities” committee of the 
union met yesterday and reached a com- 
promise agreement as to the boundaries in 
which the three-agency rule should become 
operative. The compromise was affected be. 
tween the desire of local agents for the old 
city limits and the desire of certain managers 
for an extremely restricted district. These 
latter would have favored something like 
Twelfth street, Halsted, and Chicago avenue, 
They were willing to be more liberal, and 
have the limits at Chicago avenue, Halsted and 
Twenty-second streets. Local influences were 
firm for the city limits. In deference to, the 
request of the committee exact information 
as to the boundary lines is withheld until the 
members of the union can be officially noti- 
fied today through their secret organ, the 
bulletin. The committeemen present were 
Chairman Eugene Cary, R. J. Smith of Chi- 
cago, T. C, Bennett, John Law, and Martin 
Collins of Cincinnati, and George T. Cram of 
St. Louis. 

Severai members of the union not on the 
committee were called before that body for 
their views. These views differed, and the 
result of the labors of the committee will 
hardly be satisfactory to all concerned. The 
meeting was held in the office of Mr. Cary, 
Chairman of the committee. 

Anything short of the old city limits, it has 
always been claimed by the local agents, 
would lead to trouble in the Underwriters’ 
Association. Nearly half the members of that 
body are representatives of non-union com- 
panies. They do not, however, represent half 
of the most influential concerns. But among 
their number are some of the strongest com- 
panies and a refusal upon their part to co- 
operate with the union companies would tend 
towards the destruction of the Underwriters’ 
Association. Much apprehensien was felt 
yesterday among the local agents, all anxious 

the action of the ** excepted cities ’’ com- 
mittee might not bring about danger to the 
association. 


AGENTS WHO SERVE TWO MASTERS. 


Objectionable Features of Real Estate 
Men Acting as Insurance Representatives. 

Considerable discussion of the subject of 
third-class memberships in the local under- 
writers’ associatiog has been aroused by the 
appearance of C. W. Drew’s letter expressing 
his opinions of real estate men as insurance 
agents. A prominent insurance man whose 
views on the subject of boards, associations, 
and combinations of insurance agents are 
known takes the view that the position of a 
real estase agent as a member of Class 3 in 
the Underwriters’ Assuciation is a false one. 

“* Under the present plan any company out- 
side the board is boycotted in case it chooses 
to remain outside the combination,” said 
he. “If any company dares to with- 
draw from the board, as did the Mil- 
waukee National, every . board member 
of; all classes: is notified to enforce 
the non-intercourse rule. The notice which 
was sent out when the Milwaukee National 
went out was clearly against the spirit if not 
the letter ofalawon the statute books of 
Illinois. The object of the combination or 
board is to maintain rates and practically 
prevent competition. The insurunce men 
should consider they have done well when 
they bring into line all companies and agents. 
But they go < step further and offer a bribe 
to real estate men and loan agents who con- 
trol large lines of insurance for clients and 
who are really inatrust position. These 
agents are brought into the combine and 
agree not to write insurance with any out- 
side companies. I take the groynd that 
whem agents who are obliged to buy 
insurance join a combine, the main object of 
which is to advance and maintain high rates 
on the article which he needs, not for himself, 
but for his client, that he puts himself in a 
false position. By his fealty to the board he 
deprives his client of the benefit of any com- 
petition or of any lower rates to be secured 
from non-board companies. I cannot see 
how it can be honorable for any real estate or 
loan agent to serve two masters and get com- 
pensation from both.”’

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RATE WAR IS ENDED. 


ATOHISON AND SOUTHERN PAOIFIO 
COME TO AN AGREEMENT. 


Presidents Reinhart and Huntington Ar- 
range for @ Restoration of Passenger 
Charges to the Basts in Force Before 
Mareh 1, and Another Meeting Will Be 
Held to Complete the Return to Har- 
mony=Big Deal to Consolidate Vander- 
bilt and Standard Oil Interests. 

Arrangements were concluded yesterday 


between President Huntington.of the South- 
ern Pacific and President Reinhart of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé whereby the 
California passenger rate war comes to an 
end. The Southern Pacific agrees to suspend 
until May 15 next all the circulars issued 
since the commencement of the trouble and 
to restore rates and conditions fo the basis in 
effect prior to March 1, pending a propored 
conference between Presidents Huntington 
and Reinhart, to be held at San Francisco in 
April. As under the inter-State commerce 
law ten days previous notice of an advance in 
rates must be given, it is understood that rates 
between Missouri River points and California 
points will be restored to the basis of rates 
in effect prior to March 1 last about April 1. 
The arrangemeng will have the effect of per- 
mitting the sale of tickets to San Francisco 
via the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe sys 
tem via Barstow and Los Angeles and also 
restores the sale of tickets to San Diego via 
the Southern Pacific company’s lines.at the 
California common point rate. The South- 
ern Pacitic also agrees not to sell tickets to 
and from Los Ange:es ‘via San Francisco. 
In fact the Atchison gains everything it con- 
tended for, temporarily at least. There can be 
be no doubt that when the Presidents of the two 
California railroad systems come together in 
April they will readily come to an agreement 
as regards the contention of the roads about 
the sale of transcontinental tickets and es- 
tablish a permanent peace. 

In a conversation over the long distance tel- 
ephone between Chicago and Boston with a 
reporter of Tus Trieune President Rein- 
hart said: 

My attention has been called to yreee semeny 
of Hareb 16 wherein oneof Mr. Huntington s 
closest associates is credited with the statement 
that the present controversy between the South- 
ern Pacitie and the Atchison was begun by the 
latter. The present administration of the Atchi- 
son company has directed its affairs for one year 
during which time, with a railway of 9,345 
miles, reaching all prominent points in the 
Southwest, from Chicago and St. Louis to Mex- 
ico and the Gulf and to the Pacific Ocean, closely 
competitive with many other lines of similar and 
divergent interests, it has naturally come in con- 
tact from time to time with numerous 
questions relating to traffic affecting 
others, it has paid large sums - toward 
the maintenance of traflic associations 
deemed. necessary, and the time of its officers has 
been largely consumed in attending meetings 
with representatives of other railways to aid as 
far as within its power the establishment and 
continuation of rules under which all lines could 
work with the best results toall. In thie period 
no controversies with other lines have been ai 
in the press by the Atchison management, but 
earnest offorts have been made by it to reach set- 
tlements on equitable and business. basis not- 
withstanding the fact that in no single case dur- 
ing the year has the Atchison management been 
the aggressor, and the present case with the 


‘Southern Pacific company is no excevtion. The 


evidence of this is op@n to the inspectién of any 
person interested in the properties. The man- 
agement believes that the affairs of the large 
properties intrusted to. its’ care are best ad- 
ministered by its friends and it will continue to 
work on such belief, : 

The cause of the so-called Southern Pacific- 
Atchison war dates back to September last, when 
the Southern Pacifie reduced Saa Francisco rates 
in the face of specific agreements then in exist 
ence with the Atchison company, which rates the 
latter was compalled to meet to protect its inter- 
ests. Sept. zl last Vice-President Crocker of the 
Southern Pacific company agreed to put the 
rates back as of Sept. 1, and to restore hg 
thing pending discussion of questions which he 
then voluntarily agreed to submit to my de 
cision, but Mr. Crocker did not take 
the matter up with me since nor with 
any representative of the Atchison system. 
Meanwhile the subordinates of the Southern 
Pacific company planned to put into effect and 
did put into effect March 1 practically the same 
arrangement which caused the trouble last Sep- 
tember. and the discussion of which had hot 
been taken up with me as agreed by Mr. Crocker. 
The principal issue was the Southern Pacific 
making and participating in rates to and from 
Missouri River points via San Francisco to and 
from Los Angeles via the Ogden route at same 
rates as by Atchison from Missouri River via Los 
Angeles to San Francisco. This action on the 
yess of the Southern Pacific practically cut the 

tchison’s San Francisco rate $15 und infringed 
on the existing ‘contract with the Atchison cov- 
ering business via the Atchison’s Mojave Divis- 
ion. A passenger going to San Francisco via the 
Southern Pacific lines would naturally buy the 
Los Angeles ticket,and then by the sale of the 
local part or coupon from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles through scalpers or other agencies kill 
the Atchison’s San Francisco business. 

To protect itself, as the Atchison had to 
the Southern Pacific a $15 local rate from 
Angeles to San Francisco on each passenger, the 
Atchison had to make its rates $15 less than the 
Southern Pacific. Then the lines in the Western 
Passenger Association became affected, and, as 
the Atchison was a member of that association 
and the Southern Pacific was not, we asked these 
other lines a have no. railway lines of their 
own to California, but which only run to Eastern 
Colorado and then send their sleéping cars over 
the Southern Pacific line) to joints. They re- 
fused to do this and elected to stay with the line 
upon which they necessarily depended for their 
through connections. By joining us, as we think 
they should have under the rules of the Western 
Passenger agreement, they would have ended the 
trouble at once. Being thus presented with 
practical evidence of the absolute uselessness to 
us of the Western Passenger Association we gave 
notice of the Atchison’s withdrawal, which has 
become effective, but we do not intend that this 
act on our part shall be construed to mean any- 
thing else than the protection of the interests of 
the property in our hands with maintenance of 
rates to all. It must appear evident to fair- 
minded persons that my eduoation of twenty-five 
years’ continuous service in railroad affairs, par- 
ticularly through the latter yéars of railway re- 
organization, unfavorable conditions, and panic 
generally, must have forced the conviction upon 
ine, if upon any one, that good faith should-be 
the foundation of good business results in rail- 
way as well as in any other business, and that 
net earnings and satisfactory results are not ob- 
tained from bad faith nor rate cutting, 

The restoration of rates applies only west of 
the Missouri River, and it is hardly probable 
that rates between Chicago and the Missouri 
River will be restored until more harmonious 
relations with the Union Pacific have been es- 
tablished and arrangements made that will 
prevent the manipuiation of rates by that or 
auy other company. 

Chairman Caldwell has called a meeting of 
the association lines to be held at his office 
today, to which Passenger Traffic Manager 
White of the Atchison has been invited, to 
make arrangements for the restoration of 
California rates. The restored rate from the 
Missouri River to California points will be 
$50, to which is to be added the $10 rate 
Chicago to Missouri ‘River, making the

GIGANTIC CONSOLIDATION SCHEME. 


Vanderbilts and Standard Oil Pedple to 
Join Interests. 

It is reported at St. Louis that a railroad 
consolidation scheme is being hatched that if 
consummated will make the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem the largest in the world and besides make 
ita powerful and dangerous competitor of 
the Gould Southwestern railway system. The 
scheme, it is asserted, contemplates the join- 
ing of interests by the Vanderbilt and Standard 
Oil people. The latter have had control for 
several years of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad and the property has been a 
white elephant on their hands, be- 
cause it, had no independent outlet 
from its eastern terminus and was 
therefore unable to compete successfully 
against the Gould lines and other Southwest- 
ern roads, Mr. Rockefeller, it is said. has 
now succeeded in enlistmg the Vanderbilts in 
a scheme that will help to make the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas a better paying property 
and at the same time greatly benetit some of 
the Vanderbilt properties. In brief the 
scheme as now pending is the union of the

terms of such agreements or arrangemeuts. 

Secs. 15 and16 of the McKinley law are 
repealed specifically. These seetions provide 
that the produce of the forests upon the St. 
John and‘St. Croix Rivers in Maine and their 
tributaries may be readmitted free of duty. 

The following section, which was inserted 
by the Senate subcommittee, has been elim- 
inated from the bill, the effect being to leave 
the Hawaiian treaty in full force and effe >t. 

That the President of the United States shall, 
immediately upon the passage of this act give 
notice to the Government of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands that the United States intends to terminate 
the treaty of June 3.

Wasnineton, D. C., March 20.—After Mr.

SUGAR STOCKS ARE SOLD FREELY. 


Voorhees, em- 


Publication of the Senate Tariff Bill De- 
‘presses the Market. 

New York, March 20.—In its review of the 
stock market the Evening Post says: ‘ The 
strong probability is that the liquidation by 
the sugar pool, whose sales caused the single 
break in today’s market monotony, was 
based solely and simply on the removal of the 
Senate tariff bill into open day. Publicity, 
open dealing, and daylight are embarrassing 
to speculators’ on Senate legislation. As to 
the actual prospects of the sugar clause Wall 
street certainly knew more today than it has 
for weeks. The Stock Kxchange will be re- 
galed no doubt with dispatches about the 
Senators henceforth to be engaged in strik- 
ing attitudes for public edification. But this 
is not the material for a scientific ‘ pool.’ ”’ 

The sales of all stocks combined did not 
equal today’s transactions in sugar. At the 
opening sugar declined 14 and then rose %. 
But before 11 o’clock a well-defined sellin 
movement in the shares had been masta 
which sent prices down rapidly until 88% 
was touched, shortly after 1 o’clock, mak- 
ing a decline of 4% per cent from 
the closing figures of yesterday. A large 
selling order; executed through the 
brokers of a well-known bear _ oper- 
ator, started the downward movement, and 
led to the belief that the sugar pool was liq- 
uidating necessarily. This caused a rush to 
sell on the part of many holders not in the 
clique. Later there was evidence of strength, 
which caused a recovery of 2%, butin the 
final dealings the selling was resurned and a 
reaction of 19, was made, the closing being at 
a decline of 34¢ fortheday. The preferred 
stock receded }4. 


NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL DRAFTED 
Estimates Made by Secretary Herbert Are 
but Slightly Reduced. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 20.—The naval 
appropriation billas prepared by the sub- 
committee was laid before the full committee 
today. ‘The estimates of the Secretary 
amounted to’ $27.875,914 and the total 
amount recommended by the subcommittee 
is $27,687,930. Under the head of “ in. 
crease of the navy” there is appropriated 
$6,400,000, a reduction of $100,000 from 
the department’s estimates. For construc. 
tion and machinery the | department’s. esti. 
mates were $5,955,025, and this 
entire amount has been allowed 
by the subcom mittee. No new 
naval vessels are provided for in, the bill in its 
present form. It is probable, however, that 
provision for three or four new torpedo boats 
will be inserted by the full committee, The 
total of the bill is considerable of an advance 
on the aavy bills for the last two Congresses, 
This is due to the ircrease of ships and their 
needed increase of men and supplies, The 
number of enlisted persons has increased 
from 8,250 to 9,000 by the act of 1893. 
This alone requires a marked increase for pay 
of men. The new cruisers have made neces- 
sary an increase for coal of $191,000.

GROVER IS PUZZLED. 


HE IS IN A DILEMMA OVER THE 
SEIGNIORAGE BILL. 


—— 


Whether He Vetoes It or Not the White 
Metal Will Be an Issue—Gresham and 
Other Cabinet Members for Fiat Cash=— 
Favorable Report on Childs’ Bill for an 
Additional District Judge for Northern 
IllinciseMore Changes in the Anti- 
Option Measure. 

Wasurneron, D. C., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Cleveland seems to be in doubt of his own po- 
sition in regard iv the Bland seigniorage biil. 
There are difficulties which would not be 
ended by signing the bill, but which would be 
avoided by a veto. If the bill be signed there 
will be an imperative need of strengthening 
the gold reserve in order to meet the addi- 
tional liabilities created by the issuing of 
$55,000,000 fiat silver certificates. If the 
bill be vetoed there are absolute assurances 
that there will be no drain of gold from the 
Treasury, and the public credit will be 
strengthened. Nobody knows better than Mr. 
Cleveland himself that whatever course he 
takes silver will be an issue. These are some 
of the reasons which lead to the beiief that he 
is turning his mind towards a veto message. 

There is, however, almost unanimous 
pressure of the Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress in favor of signing the bill on party 
grounds. There is likewise the personal in- 
fluence of Judge Gresham and two or three 
other members of the Cabinet, who believe 
that the administration has done enough for 
the great commercial centers, such as New 
York and Chicago, in getting the Sherman 
law repealed, and that it should now seek to 
satisfy the Populist element in the party 
which wants cheap money. As usual, Secre- 
tary Carlisle’s attitude is a doubting one. 
Carlisle himself in private conversation crit- 
icises the Bland measure unmercifully, and if 
anything can be inferred from his talk it is 
that his advice is in favor of a veto. He was 
at the White House in consultation with the 
President this evening. : 

The folly of imagining that the President’s 
signature would end the silver issue is shown 
in a resolution introduced by Representative 
Sweet of Idaho this afternoon, reciting the 
report that the majority of the Coinage com- 
mittee has given assurance that no free coin- 
age bill will be-reported if the billis signed, 
and Sweet asks by what authority the major- 
ity undertakes to make pledges in advance, 
If the bill be not signed Senator Stewart 
will offer a free coinage amendment to the 
tariff bill. 

New York, March 20.—The Chamber of 
Commerce today adopted resolutions urging 
President Cleveland to withhold his signature 
from the seigniorage coinage bili. A com- 
mittee of fourteen representing the chamber 
will present the resolutions to the President 
tomorrow. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 20.—The Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Board of Trade has 
adopted a report against the passage of the 
seigniorage bill and will send a memorial -to 
the President requesting him to veto it. 

Bostox, Mass., March 20.—A document 
signed ‘by over fifty of the most prominent 
bankers in this city has been forwarded to 
President Cleveland urging upon him the 
necessity of vetoing the seigniorage bill, and 
stating that it will ruin the banking business, 
create distrust, and in a measure destroy the 
financial standing of the country.

NEW DISTRICT JUDGE FOR ILLINOIS, 


Favorable Report by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on Mr. Childs’ Bill, 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 20.—{Special. } 
—By a unanimous vote the House Committee 
on the Judiciary has authorized a favorable 
report on the bill introduced by Representa- 


tive Childs providing for the appointment of ; 


an additional District Judge for the North- 
ern District of Illinois. Letters in support of 
the proposition were filed before the commit- 
tee from all the Judges in the circuit interest- 
ed, among them being Judges Grosscup and 
Woods. In a series of suggestions the former 


remarked: 

In point of the magnitude and volume of its 
business the Northern District of LUllinois is 
second to none inthe United States. The fact 
that Chicago is the terminus and home office for 
nearly thirtyslines of railroads is a prolific source 
of litigation in the Federal courts. The receiver- 
ships brought on by hard times, the foreclosure 
of mortgages, the controversies between contend- 
ing stockholders, and the cases arising from per- 
sonal injuries are constantly crowding our 
dockets. Many cases are here because of their 
removal by the corporations from the State 
courts, and still more are brought here origin- 
ally by the injured, because the State courts are 
many years behind their calendars. 

Judge Woods of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeais, in supporting this measure, 
wrote: ' 

The necessity fof additional judicial force in 
the United States courts at Chicago is impera- 
tive, and I am heartily in favor of the proposed 
bills authorizing the appointment of an addi- 
tional Circuit Judge and an additional District 
Judge for the Northern District of Lilinois. If 
both these measures cannot carried through, 
I think that for the appointment of a District 
Judge the more desirable, for the reason that the 
District Judge can sit in the Circuit Court and 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, while the Circuit 
Judge cannot sit in the District Court; but it is, 
in my judgment, greatly desirable that authority 
should be given for the appointment of an extra 
Judge for both courts. 

[Judge Woods of the United States Circuit 
Court*when told that there was some prospect of 
getting an additional Judge for the Northern 

istrict of Lilinois said: “ That is good news. 
We need an extra Judge here, and in my judg- 
ment it is a District rather than a Circuit Sadan 
that is most needed. I hope the time will soon 
come when we will also be given a Circuit Judge, 
for then we would have afull bench for a Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. Just now the congestion 
of business at Chicago is in the Circuit and 
District Courts.”’ ] 


ALTERATIONS IN THE HATCH BILL. 


The Tax on Dealers in Futures Is Reduced 
from $24 to $12. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 20.—[Special.]

Clauses That He Opposed, Referring to 
Soldiers’ Homes, Are Stricken Out. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 20.—In the 
House today consideration of the sundry civil 
bill was yesumed. The pending question was 
Mr. Black’s point of order against two ciauses 
in the paragraph relating to the soldiers’ 
homes, requiring the disbursing officers of 
the homes to give bond and make an account- 
ing to the Treasury Department, and requir- 
ing the Board of Managers to make annual 
reports to the Secretary of War. Mr. Black 
(Iil.) replied to some of the remarks made 
yesterday in connection with this matter. 
With reference to the criticism that liquor

NATIONAL CONVENTION DELEGATES, 


Chairman Manley’s Figures Touching the 
Proposed Change in Representation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20— pecial, } 
—Chairman Manley of the Republican Execu- 
tive committee, in a letter to ex-Speaker Reed; 
explains some things about the proposed 
change in the basis of representation in the 
National convention. The question comes up 
again through a resolution offered at the last 
meeting of the National committee in this 
city, when Mr. Scott of West Virginia pro- 
posed that the next Republican National con- 
vention should be composed of two delegates- 
at-large from each State and Territory, one 
delegate from each Congressional district in 
the United States, and an additional delegate 
for each 7,000 Republican votes cast in any 
Congressional district at the Presidential 
election of 1892, with a delegate for the frac- 
tion of 7,000 votes greater than one-half. 

Chairman Manley has embodied this reso- 
lution in a letter which he has sent out to 
leading Republicans. In this letter he says: 
. If the call should be based upon this resolu- 
tion, the following States will have the same 
number of delegates as if the call were based 
upon the old representation of four delegates- 
at-large from each State and two from each 
Congressional district: Delaware, Montana, 
North Dakota, Rhode Island. The foliowing 
States would gain in ‘representation, as fol- 
lows: California, 7; Colorado, 2; Connecti- 
cut, 5; Illinois, 32; Indiana, 22; Iowa, 19; 
Kansas, 14; Kentucky, 7; Maine, 2; Mary- 
land, 6; Massachusetts, 9; Michigan, 21; 
Minnesota, 9; Missouri, 14; Nebraska, 4; 
New Hampshire, 2; New Jersey, 10: New 
York, 54; North Carolina, 6; Ohio, 834; Penn- 
sylvania, 33; South Dakota 2; Vermont, 2; 
Virginia, 6; West Virginia. 6; Wisconsin, 13. 

** The following States would lose in repre. 
sentation, as follows: Alabama. 11; Arkan- 
sas,4; Florida.4; Georgia, 18; Idaho, 2; 
Louisiana, 8; Mississippi, 9; Nevada, 3; Or- 
egon, 1; South Carolina, 9; Tennessee, 2; 

exas, 11; Wyoming, 2. It would increase 
the number of delegates in the convention 
from 902 to 1,165, making a net increase of 
268 delegates.” 

Under this plan of representation three 
Southern States would gain eighteen dele- 
gates, while the loss in nine Southern States 
would aggregate sixty-one, leaving the net 
Southern loss in the National convention 
forty-three votes. 


UNION PACIFIC LITIGATION CASE. 


Culberson’s Committee Not to Make a Con- 
test to Secure Control 

Wasntnetoyn, D. C., March 20.—The 
Judiciary committee of the House today con- 
sidered the Boatner Union Pacific resolution 
of which the Committee on Pacific Railroads 
is trying to secure control. It was decided 
that the legal questions involved in the reso- 
lution were such as to give the Judiciary com- 
mittee concurrent jurisdiction over it with 
the Pacific Railroads committee. It was 
thought desirable, however, not to makea 
contestéo coutrol the resolution, but to let 
the House decide which committee shall 
handle the subject. A statement to this effect 
will be made by Chairman Culberson of the 
Judiciary committee when the question comes 
before the House. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Senator Manderson Favors Radical Changes 


in Municipal Government, 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 20.—Senatog Man- 
derson has put himself on record as being in fa- 
vorof municipal ownership of street railways, 
lighting, and water-works. Addressing the an- 
nual meeting of the Washington Congregational 
club upon ** The Good Citizen in Municipal Af- 
fairs,’ the Senator advocated a change in the 
present system of municipal government. It was 
unfair that inso many cases men controlled the 
funds of a municipality who had no interest in 
its welfare and prosperity. Private corporations, 
he said, had no right to furnish light, water, or 
transportation for municipal purposes. If there 
was profit in conducting the3e enterprises the 
municipality should conduct them and reap the 
benefits. And it was the duty of good citizens to 
see that this was brought about. The President, 
Justice Brewer of the United States Supreme 
Court, said that it was the vicious element of 
New York who gave to the municipal organiza- 
tion of that city its enormous power, and it must 
be through the willingness and faithfulness of 
the ¢g citizen if reform was to be accom- 
plished. 


Question of Admitting New Mexico. 


Delegate Joseph of New Mexico will make a 
move as soon as the appropriation bills are out 
of the way in the House to secure a special rule 
by which the New Mexico Statehood bill will be 
given the right of way and block all other busi- 
ness untila quorum makes its appearance and 
pasese the bill. The party issue on the New 
Mexico bill is due to the fact that the minority 
of the House want Oklahoma admitted at the 
same time. Kepresentative Thomas. a Repub- 
lican member of the Committee on Territories, 
says that as the admission of New Mexico is 
likely to add two new Democratic United States 
Senators to the present majority of the Senate 
while the admission of Oklahoma is likely to add 
two Republican Senators tothe minority, it is 
proper to even up these political advantages by 
admitting both Territories at the same time.

Mr. Knapp regarded a permis- 
sion to the railroads to pool as desirable because 
likely to do away with unjust discriminations 
between shippers, but objected to the amendment 
because it did not vest in the commission the 
power to fix rates.

Neither the petitions nor the 
formal charges which are said to accompany 
them, according to Supt. Lane, to whom such 
communications would likely be addressed, 
have yet reached the City Hall. The charges 
against Principal Kletzing are reported to be 
that he is cruel to the children; that he is 
domineering, ill-tempered, and unusually 
harsh with small children; that a petty 
— on the part of a pupil causes him to 

y 
the child to humiliating treatment; that he 
is abusive to parents, particularly mothers, 
who go to his office to protest against the 
treatment their children receive. Mrs. Mary 
H, Crosby, No. 2582 Commercial avenue, is 
quoted as saying that the principal made her 
son sit on a hot register for some trivial of- 
fense; H. P.-Decker, No. 2434 Commercial 
avenue, says the teacher made his son lie on 
the floor and roll because of some offense; 
others with grievances arg Mrs. Miiler, .J. W. 
Salladay, H. H. Anderson, Mrs. G. W. Cope, 
Mrs. Stewart, and Mrs. Stevens. Mrs, Cope, 
it is said, went to the principal’s office to in- 
quire about punishment given’ her boy and 
the teacher treated her insolently and ordered 
her out of the building. Others teil similar 
stories.

Decker moved toward the door as if to close 
it. Kletzing objected and Mr. Decker grap- 
pled with him. Before any damage was done 
either the janitor came in answer’to the 
principal’s cail and ejected the parent. This 
was the story told Supt. Lane by the principal, 
who denied that he had said anything to the 
boy which could be construed as objection- 
able. Yesterday it was reported that he had 
said: ‘* You ought to be in the penitentiary. 
You are the meanest boy in the school and if 
your father wete to be fined $5,000 it would 
not repair the damage you have done.”’ 

‘‘No charges have been filed with me 
against Mr, Kletzing,” said Supt. Lane last 
night. **When the trouble over the Decker 
matter came up Mr. Decker came in to see 
me, with some others, but I was not here. I 
then wrote Mr. Decker asking for his state- 
ment of the trouble. He wrote me that he 
could not come in, and said many of the peo- 
ple of Ravenswood objected to the principal. 
There were no specific charges and no peti- 
tion for his removal.”

TRAINMEN CONDEMN A WAGE CUT, 


On the Chicago and Eastern Illinois They 
May Go Out ou a Strike. 

Braztu, Ind., March 20.—[Special.]—The 
circular issued by the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railroad officials notifying their em- 
ployés of a reduction of wages from*April 20 
met with universal condemnation among the 
trainmen here.

An efficient city govern- 
ment would tear up those tracks fqrthwith 
and let the offending railroad company begin 
a suit for trespass if it daredto, It would 
not notify the company that it meant to tear 
them up, and thus give ita chance .to get an 
injunction. It would remove the tracks first, 
and notify the road afterwards. The prompt 
removal of this offending breakwater was 
done under the orders of Supt. Pettigrew, the 
man whom Altgeld is so anxious to have dis- 
missed, and whom he wants replaced by that 
eminent engineer, Cregier. So efficient a 
superintendent ought to be kept where he is. 


THE TRACK ELEVATION ORDINANCE. 

The Council has passed the ordinance for 
the elevation of the tracks of the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island roads. The penalties at- 
tached to a failure to comply with its provis- 
ions do not become effective until the Ist of 
August, but it will be known before that time 
whether the roads will accept the liberal terms 
offered by the city or whether they will force 
it to begin proceedings against them, with the 
certainty of their being beaten at the end. 
Were the roads to pursue such a course they 
would postpone for a few years the expendi- 
ture of the money which track elevation will 
cost, but it would be vain for them to appeal 
toe the Council for those additional facilities 
which they are needing continually. They 
would be in the city’s bad books and that 
would cost them more than they would gain 
by delaying track elevation. 

It is thought not at all unlikely that the 
roads which have been swearing that they 
never would consent will do so finally. It is 
impossible to tell how far their officers, espe- 
cially those of the Lake Shore, have been 
bluffing in the declarations they have been 
making of iate that they could not accept this 
ordinance unless moditied in some important 
respects. They know that track elevation is 
coming and they want it to cost them the 
smallest possible sum. It is to be expected 
that they will try to beat down thecity and 
get every advantage they can. Hence these 
statements made before the passage of the 
ordinance that its acceptance was ubsolutely 
out of the question really count for very little, 
for it is impossible to tell how far they were 
made merely for, effect. It willbe known 
goon what their real intentionsare. If they 
are wise they will come to terms or they may 
go further and fare worse. 

A very few of the Aldermen thought the 
city ought not to have conceded as much it 
has, but if it were to concede less or nothing 
the courts would be much leas likely to up- 
hold a track elevation ordinance. The city 
has assumed the damages south of Twenty- 
second street. It is not likely that there will 
be any. It will be difficult to find a case where 
it cannot be shown that property has been 
benefited by the improvement. It is claimed 
by a few Aldefmen that the elevation should 
be greater and the depression less. It would 
be desirable, and if this were an old city and 
the railroads were asking for permission to 
enter it, not even the slightest depression of 
the streets would be permitted. But the roads 
are here, have been here for years, and it will 
be far easier to get a partial than a total ele- 
vation. “ie 

As far as is known the people living in the 
territory traversed by the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore roads have no fault to find with 
the ordinance. They say they will not have 
viaducts on any consideration, but they do not 
protest against subways. They are familiar 
with those on the line of the Illinois Central 
and find nothing specially objectionable in 
them. 

The ordinance then is a commendable one 
from every point of view. If the two roads 
accept it and elevate their tracks under it 
every other road inevitably will fall into line 
ina shorttime. If the roads refuse to accept 
this measure the city can go into court to en- 
force it, with absolute confidence that its 
provisions are not so severe as to meet with 
judicial disapproval. But if the Vanderbilts, 
who control the Lake Shore, and the men who 
have the most to say about the affairs of the 
Rock Island, haye the intelligence and fore- 
sight which the owners of great railroad 
properties should have they will come. to 
terms with the city at once. 


“COUNTERFEITING” SILVER DOLLARS. 

It is reported that about half a million 
‘** silver dollars”’ have been put in circula- 
tion in and around Omaha without authority 
from the United States Government. In one 
sense they are genuine, in another rank coun- 
terfeits. They have been coined ata * pri- 
vate mint,”’ but in all other respects are 
equal to those turned out for the Nation by 
men officially appointed to perform the work 
of coining money. These “ dollars’”’ are de- 
scribed as containing precisely the same quan- 
tity of silver and just as much alloy as is put 
in the regular dollar at the government mints, 
They look genuine, have the genuine “ ring,”’ 
and answer to every chemical test for the real 
dolar. The one cannot. be distinguished 
from the other. 

The counterfeiters have taken advantage of 
the fact that the silver dollar coined at the 
United States mints contains less thai 50 
cents’ worth of silver. Under the peculiar ar- 
rangements which discriminate in favor of 
silver as against gold they have been able to 
manufacture a hundred of the coins intrinsic- 
ally equal in value to the genuine from $46 
worth of silver and a few cents’ worth of alloy. 
After paying tne expenses of the operations of 
melting, rolling, stamping, and milling they 
had aclear profit of fully 50 cents on each 
coin, because they passed at a dullar what had 
cost them less than 50 cents. They went in 
for ‘free coinage”’ in what they thought to 
be a practical way, beimgallured by the pros- 
pect of an immense profit. They will have to 
be punished, because their act was a fraud on 
the government and the people, whose guar- 
antee enables the holder of less than 50 cents’ 
worth of silver to buy a dollar’s worth of 
goods with it if the silver be in the shape of 
a coin emitted from the mint. Under present 
conditions the silver dollar is a coin which is 
less than half intrinsic value and more than 
half “token.”’ By appropriating the latter 
the scoundrels have committed a crime which 
in its moral aspect is as bad as burglary, 
apart from the leggl character of the transac- 
tion. 

' Yet the inciting motive of these fellows was 
no worse than that of the men who want free 
edinage of silver at less than half its intrinsic 
value because they believe it would enable 
them to cheat their creditors out of half what 
is justly due the latter. The chief difference 
is that the former have sought to steal by 
evuding the law, the others want to do it un- 
der cover of a law which they demand shall 
be passed for the purpose of enabling them te 
cheat without incurring the risk of going to 
the penitentiary. The free silver shriekers 
are not more honest but less brave than the 
Omaha counterfeiters, and they wduld do 
vastly moredamage. The putting afloat of 
half a million of these coins is a small! thing 
in comparison with the debasement of all the 
currency which is demanded by the ‘silver 


seigniorage bill or allows it to become a law 
without his signature the United States will 
give additional countenance to the claims of 
the swindlers that they have a moral right to 


coin silver dollars at an outrageously arti- 


ficial “value” of the metal. They will argue 
that they are only seeking to seize time by the 
foreluck and take advantage of the debase- 
ment for which the advocates of the Bland 


bill are working to be brought around at 


some: time in the near future. One would 
think the Omaha revelation ought to be 
sufficient to induce the President to calla 
halt by interposing a strong veto on the mad 
scheme to drive the country to financial chaos 
and the depths of financial dishonor.

LOUIS KOSSUTH DEAD, 
Hungary’s most famous patriot has de- 
parted this life. It isso long since he closed 
his career of active usefulness that few of 
those who have read of his achievements were 
aware that he was not dead many years ago, 


though his name was to the end a powerful 


one in Hungary, and his fame is undying 
throughout the civilized world, Born April 
27, 1802, he labored untiringly in the cause 
of popular liberty till past the age of 60, re- 
tiring to seclusion in 1862, after which most 
of. his time was devoted to the study of the 
physical sciences. 

| While known as a Magyar of the Magyars 
Kossuth was born of a Croatian family, seven- 
teen members of which had been prosecuted 
by the Austrian Government for high treason 
in a little less than two centuries preceding A. 
D. 1715. His father resided at Monok in the 
County of Zemplin, and was a small land 
owner of the noble class. Louis was educated 
at a Protestant college, and obtained his 
diploma as an advocate in 1826, Four years 
later he became agent to the Countess Sapary, 
and as such sat in the Comital Assembly. In 
1839 he took his seat in the National Diet at 
Presburg as representative of an abseat 
magnate, and published reports of its pro- 
ceedings till they were suppressed by the gov- 
ernment. He took a leading part in the defense 
of prisoners tried for political offenses, and his 
activity was so great that often he was con- 
tent with less than four hours’ sleep out of the 
twenty-four. Largely as a result of his plead- 
ings a majority of the counties were aroused 
to a sense of the illegality of the court of 
justice, and for this ** pernicious activity ”’ he 
was arrested and condemned to three years 
imprisonment, being denied the use of pen 
and ink, and even of books. Before the term 
had expired he was released in May, 1840, by 
a general amnesty. In 1841 he became chief 
editor of the Hirlap, a newspaper published 
at Pesth, and soon became highly influential. 
In 1847 he was returned to the Diet. from the 
County of Pesth. and in March, 1848, he en- 
tered Vienna with a deputation to urge upon 
the government the claims of his county. He 
returned to Presburg as Minister of Finance, 
and under his administration the reforms he 
had previously advocated were carried out. 
The oppressive feudal system was swept away, 
the country undertaking to indemnify the 
landlords for their losses by the release of the 
peasants from all seigniorai claims. 

On the assembling of a new Diet in July of 
that year Kossuth was created Governor of 
Hungary andthe country declared its inde- 
pendence. In the war which followed, 1848- 
’49, Russia came to the aid of Austria, the 
Hungarians were crushed, and Kossuth fied to 
Turkey for safety. Probably he would have 
been surrendered by that power but for the 
intervention of England and the United 
States in his behalf, the steam frigate Missis- 
sippi being sent in September, 1851, to bring 

im to this country as an honored guest of the 
Nation. Heand his party were received on 
board, with distinguished honors, saluted by 
the Turkish fleet as the vessel passed through, 
and publicly honored at Smyrna, Syra, 
and some other ports. Kossuth. was re- 
fused permission to pass through France on 
the eve of the coup d'état, but received a 
most enthusiastic reception at Marseilles and 
then made a tour through England, being 
every where received with the most marked en- 
thusiasm. Similar greetings awaited him in 
every city of the United States visited by him 
after his landing in New York Dec. 6, where 
he was welcomed with imposing demonstra- 
tions. 

Kossuth returned to Europe in 1852 and 
passed several years in traveling, lecturing, 
and in other ways working for the cause of 
Hungarian liberty. In 1859 he endeavored 
to induce France to fight Austria and thus en- 
able Hungary to rise again, but was unsuc- 
cessful. In 1860 the Austrian Government 
instituted a prosecution dgainst Messrs. Day 
& Sons for lithographing several millions of 
bank notes for circulation in Hungary and 
signed by Kossuth as Governor of that coun- 
try. in November, 1861, he published in an 
Italian journal a long letter setting forth the 
situation in Hungary and urging the Italians to 
begin war with Austria. The next year he 
issued an inflammatory address to the Hun- 
garians, and during the war between Austria 
and Prussia he tried to induce the Hun- 
garians to repudiate their recent com- 
promise with Austria. This failing he 
settled down at Turin, resolving never 
again to set foot on the land for which he had 
suffered so much, and he kept to this deter- 
mination though several times elected to a 
seat in the Hungarian Parliament and often 
invited otherwise to revisit the country. In 
1880 he published a part of his ** Memoirs,” 
and during some succeeding years gained his 
daily bread by writing the story of hie life. 
When friends at Turin \gathered last April to 
celebrate his 91st birthday the patriot hero 
reiterated his determination never to visit 
‘Hungary so long as it recognized the Em- 
peror of Austria as its King, and expressed 
regret that “ with all the blows\of my pur- 
poseless life I should have to bear the burden 
of living beyond my 91st birthday.” : 


THE HATCH BILL. 

It is reported that Congressman Hatch has 
drafted a new bill on the subject of option 
trading, and it is intimated as probable that 
the new bill will not suit the boards of trade 
any better than the. old one, “ becanse it pro- 
poses to regulate their business just the same.” 
The changes made are understood to be in 
the direction of lower charges on transactions, 
so that the taxes may not be so burdensome 
as to prevent the business of trading in prod- 
uce futures from being carried on at all, The 
measure is favored by some government of. 
ficials as a means of raising revenue to make 
partial amends for the fearful Democratic 
mistake of tariff tinkering. So it would ap- 
pear they propose to remedy one evil by im- 
posing another. 

t may be conceded to “ Farmer Hatch ”’ 
that the tax originally proposed by him would 
be heavier than one of half the amount, weigh 
less on the business of the country, be less re- 
pressive, and therefore not so injurious. But 
why impose a tax at all? What good end is to 
be gained by a practical fining of the men who 
act as intermediaries between the producer 
ana the consumer, fining them for every step 
they take in the process of collecting from the 
one and distributing to the other, except such 
steps as “ Farmer Hatch ” may deem legiti- 
mate? Who has constituted him a judge 
with power to decide what is right to be done 
and what may not be done in handling the 
produce of the United States and bridging 
over the interval between the time 
when a 


stated crop is harvested. 
and a large part of it consumed? 


Have the farmers of the country, or a major- 
ity of them, asked him to thus interpose in 
their alleged behalf by procuring the passage 
of a law that will increase the margin of dif. 
ference between the prices received by them 
and those paid by the ultimate purchasers? 
Probably not. If they should have done so 
the fact would be no proof that they are good 
judges of what would be most Gonducive to 
their own interests. If they were wise they 
would know that the proposed tax could not 
be collected except by an army of tax-gather- 
ers, who would eat up a large part of the pro- 
ceeds, neerly or quite all of which must come 
out of the pockets of the producing class. 
Certainly that must be so with what is sent 


abroad to be sold in competition with the: 


produce of other countries, and therefore at 
least measurably so with what would be sold 
to be consumed at home. 

It is intimated that the new bill contains a 
number of amendments that were suggested 
in conference with the committee by repre- 
sentatives of boards of trade and chambers of 
commerce in different parts of the country. 
If this be true the chances are those repre- 
sentatives madea big mistake in doing apy- 
thing more than protest against the whole 
scheme and wurning Mr. Hatch that he has 
no business to tamper with the business of 
the country by assuming to impose a tax, 
however small, on the buying and selling of 
produce or other merchandise for future de- 
livery. They ought not to have given him 
the moral support conveyed in an admission 
that he has any right to meddle in something 
he does not understand, or to limit in any way 
the market which is open—to the American 
producer. 


A CITIZEN IN SEVENTEEN SECONDS. 

It was stated in yesterday’s papers that on 
the preceding evening one of the Circuit Court 
Judges converted 800 aliens into \citizens 
between 8 o'clock and midnight. In about 
sixty cases the applicants were unsuccessful. 
Therefore the Judge passed on 860 applica- 
tions in four hours. It is stated in the report 
of the proceedings that the men “ were put 
through a course of questioning.” That 
course cannot have been a very extensive one, 
for the average time devoted to each of the 
860 was but seventeen seconds. A really 
searching inquiry into a man’s fitness to be- 
come an American citizen could not well be 
made in that short time. 

The law requires that it shall be shown to 
the satisfaction of the Judge that the appli- 
cant has lived in the United States five years 
and in Illinvis one year. The Judge is re- 
quired also to be satisfied that during that 
time the applicant has behaved as a man of 
good moral character, attached to the Consti- 
tution of the United States and well-disposed 
to the good order and happiness of the same. 
He must be an easily satisfied Judge who can 
be convinced after aun examination lasting 
seventeen seconds that an individual is at- 
tached to the principles of the Constitution of 
the United States, a document which he prob- 
ably aever read and whose principles he 
might not comprehend if he did. A Judge 
who can do that must be a mind reader of the 
first order. 

There was a Judge once, not in this city, 
who after asking an applicant if he had been 
five years in the country, used to ask him if 
he intended to vote the Democratic ticket. . If 
the answer was in the affirmative the man was 
given his papers without more ado. The 
Judge’s explanation was that a man who in- 
tended to vote with the Democracy necessar- 
ily must be a person of good moral character 
and must be atiached to the principles of the 
Coustitution. It is easy to see how those 
questions can be asked and answered in sev- 
enteen seconds, but of course no real exami- 
nation into a man’s fitness could be made in 
that time. 

The process of manufacturing citizens is a 
great deal of a farce and stands in need of re- 
form, and wHenever the Judges choose to re- 
form it they can doso. They are obliged to 
grind out citizens at the rate of four to the 
minute just because election day is near at 
hand and the Democratic committees want 
some more votes for their Aldermanic and 
town candidates. A Judge can take his 
time and tell impatient committeemen 
that they should have brought in their recruits 
atan earlier day, Probably the Judges have 
become so accustomed to this swift natural- 
izing that they do.not see the illegality of it. 
But some of them ought to have a keen 
enough sense of humor to see its absurdity. 


At the last Council meeting the ordinance 
giving to the Mutual Electric Light company 
valuable franchises in the southern part of 
the city was vetved, and was then amended in 
accordance with the suggestions of the Mayor 
and passed in a much improved form. 

_ One of the amendments is designed to pre- 
vent the possibility of the control of this new 
company passing into the hands of the per- 
sons who control other companies which are 
in the same business, thus effecting a combi- 
nation in fact though notin form. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Equitable and the Consumers’ 
Gas companies are consolidated with the 
other gas companies, not by lease or sale, but 
because each is controlled by those who con- 
trol the others, .When the question is sub- 
mitted to them the courts will hold doubtless 
that this form of consolidation is as illegal as 
if the Equitable or the Consumers’ had been 
leased or sold to one of the other gas com- 
panies. Butas the greater the number of 
precautions taken the better, the Mayor acted 


“wisely when he shid to the Council: 


Another amendment submitted herewith is in- 
tended to guard against the absorption of this 
company by atrust. Itisan amendment which 
has been carefully prepared, and the substance of 
which should, in my opinion, be incorporated 
into every ordinance of a similar nature passed 
in the future by your honorable body. Provis- 
ions against leasing, selling, or assigning the 
privileges granted, provisions against combina- 
tions with other persons or corporations are 
found in almost all se-called franchise ordinances, 
and are contained in the one under consideration. 
But suppose some person or combination of per- 
sons or some other company acquires the con- 
trolling interest in this company, and also in 
one or more other concerns conducting the like 
or a similar business. Whatthen? Thpcompany 
in such case has not violated any of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance. Butits stock is held 
in such a way that practically the same result is 
indirectly accomplished as would be in case the 
company should directly make a combination or 
trust arrangement with other companies. To 
guard against this result the anti-trust clause 
submitted by me provides in substance that if, by 
any means or methods whatsoever, the stock of 
the company shall at any time be held, owned, or 
controlled in such a way as to effect, practically 
or virtually, a consolidation or combination or 
trust arrangement of any kind of said company 
with any other concern operating or controlling a 
like or similar plant, then the privileges granted 
by the ordinance should be entirely null and void. 

If any individuals should ask the city for a 
gas franchise they must consent therefore 
not merely to furnish gas for the reasonable 
price of 75 cents a thousand, but also to con- 
sent to a provision that if the control of their 
company passes into the hands of the stock. 
holders in other companies the franchise will 
be forfeited. Otherwise sooner or later the 
gas trust people would buy up the control and 


shut down the 75-cent gas works. 

The other amendments to the ordinance are 
excellent. It gives this company a franchise 
extending over many square miles. There. 
fore it was eminently proper to provide that 
the company be required to permit the use of 
its poles and conduits on fair and equitable 
terms by such companies as may be licensed 
hereafter by the Council. The maxithum 
price for arc lights is reduced atid the’ per- 


centage of gross receipts to be paid phe city 
is increased. , 

The ordinance in its present form will be 
accepted by the company. It set out by ask- 
ing for much more than it ought to have. 
Meeting with a veto it decided promptly to 
take what it could get, It may be taken for 
granted that in every case these applicants 
for franchises ask for too much, hoping they 
may be successful, but willing to aecept a 
grent deal less if they are not. They all set 
out to get the best of the city, but after their 
ordinances have been vetved they become 
more reasonable,

OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The official statement of foreign commerce 
of the Ufiited States for the month of Feb- 
ruary shows the total of merchandise imports 
to have been nearly 49 millions, being 24 
millions less than the imports of February 
last year, while the exports were 65 mill- 
ions, or 5 millions more than @ year pre- 
viously. For the first two months of the 
calendar year the exports of merchandise ex- 
ceeded by 24 millions those of twelve months 
preceding, while the merchandise imports 
were 47 millions less than a year previously. 
In the last two months we also exported 
$6,500,000 and imported $1,900,000 of 
gold, against $26,700,000 of exports and 
$1,500,000 of imporis for the corresponding 
time last year; and in the first two months of 
1894 we have exported $10,000,000 and 
imported $1,700,000 of silver against ex- 
ports of $7,100,000 and imports of $4,000,- 
000 for the same time in 1893, Taking 
merchandise and specie together the exports 
of the last two months have exceeded the 
imports by more than 60 million dollars, 
though the exports of gold were 20 millions 
less than for the same time in 1893, when 
the excess was but about 10 millions, 

For the first eight months of the current 
fiscal year the excess of merchandise exports 
over the valuation of imports was 219 mill- 
ions, compared with less than 30 millions 
for the same time a year previously. The 
gold imports show an excess of 53 millions 
over exports, and those of silver an excess of 
15 millions, so that the total gain is 287 mill- 
ions, or at the rate of 430 millions 
per annum. Hence if this rate should be 
kept up for the next four months we should 
have gained for the year more than 100 mill- 
ions over and above the 315 millions which 
Mr. Cross, the English banker, estimates as 
necessary to meet our payments of interest, 
cost of ocean carriage, expenses of American 
tourists in Europe, and remittances from 
this country to foreign relatives of [recent 
immigrants hither. 

This may be thought a healthy showing, 
but it is one of artificial conditions which 
must be known in order to understand what 
the figures really mean. That it involves a 
big deficit in the national revenues may be 
@ small consideration with those who hold 
that the expenditures of the government 
ought to be met in other ways. But a large 
part of the falling off in imports may be set 
down to the score of delay. The importing 
interests have been waiting to see the out- 
come of the promised effort to legislate for 
lower duties on imports. Nobody, either 
wholesaler or retailer, wanted to stock up 
with goods that might have to be sold at 
much less than cost in consequence of 
changes in the tariff, and the consequence is 
an emptiness of shelves, boxes, and .store- 
rooms, which it is expected to fill up just as 
soon as the new scale of duties has. been 
formally agreed upon. The remainder of the 
falling off must be credited to the “hard 
times"’ that have caused a general curtail- 
ment of consumption by the American peo- 
ple, under which home manufaciires were 
reduced ‘to a state of semi-par 
in turn reduced the ability of t 
izen to buy either home or fore 


TuHeEreE is not one respectable journal of the 
Democratic party published in this city in 
any language which does not repudiate and 
denounce Henry Watson Stuckart, the candi- 
date of the Democratic gang convention, 
presided over by “ Billy’ O’Brien, for South 
Town Assessor.

Italian Budget Committee Presents Its Es- 
timates for Revenue and Expenditure. 

Romz, March 20.—The Budget committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies has accepted 
the estimates of revenue and expenditure, 
The government proposes to impose taxes 
amounting te 50,000,000 lire and to effect 
economies to an equal amount, 20,000,000 
of which will be saved in the War and 
Marine Departments.

KOSSUTH’S LIFE 


HUNGARY'S EXILED PATRIOT DIES 
_ AT HIS TURIN HOME. 


Eyes of the Aged Orator and Statesman 
Close After a Long Iliness<Of a Noble 
Family and Independent Spirit He 
Strove for the Freedom of His Country 
All the World Attracted by His Re- 
markable Career—Incidents of His Visit 
to the United States, 


Turi, March 20.—Louis Kossuth died at 
10:55 o’clock this evening. His end was ex- 
tremely painful. He ‘showed signs of 
consciousness until the last. He expired iu 
the arms of his son and died pressing the 
hand of the Hungarian Deputy Karolyi. The 
members of his family and a few of his in-

the expiring patriot. Nothing has yet been 
settled in regard to the details of the funeral. 
The. municipal, authorities of this city have 
offered the family to allow the remains to be 
buried in the Pantheon here. 

Lonpox, March 21.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Budapest says that the Hun- 

rian Government and the members of the 
National party in the Diet have arrived at an 
agreement hy aia the honors that will be 
shown Louis Kossuth now that he is dead. By 
reaching this agreement the fall of the min- 
istry is averted. 

St. Paut, Minn., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Among. the compositors employed on the 
Pioneer Press in this city is William Waigli, 
whose father was Louis Kossuth’s private sec- 
retary from 1848 to 1852, comprising the 
whole period of the Hungarian revolution and 
the sojourn of Kossuth in the United States. 
Mr. Waigli had full charge of all the patriot’s 
affairs and correspondence, He accompanied 
Kossuth upon his travels in this country, and 
@hen Kossuth returned to Europe he in- 
trusted the Hungarian refugees in the United 
States to the care of Mr, Waigli, who took 
them to St. Louis. Mr. Waigli remained in 
this country and took up his abode in Milwau- 
kee, where he died in 1876. His widow, who 
still lives in Milwaukee, has possession of 
many valuable papers left by Kossuth bear- 
ing upon the revolution in which he bore so 
prominent a part. 


[Louis Kossuth was born April 27, 1802, at 
Mouok. in the Comitat of Templin, in the north- 
ern part of Hungary. His father, Andreas Kos- 
suth, was of an ancient Croat family, seventeen 
members of which, from 1527 to 1715, were per- 
secuted for high treason by the Austrian Govern- 
ment. His mother Caroline, born Weber, was a 
woman of intelligence and of the Protestant 
faith, who survived the events which gave to her 
son distinction, and which ended in his exile. 
She died in 1852. Louis was an only son. He 
studied at the Protestant (Calvinist) College of 
Schava-Sehpatak and adopted the profession of 
an advocate in 1822, and for eight years follow- 
ing practiced law at Zeps and in Pesth, where the 
royal courts held _ their sessions, filling at one 
time the office of Honorary Attorney of Templin. 
In 1832 he was sent to the Diet at Presburg as 
substitute for an absent magnate. From that 
time on he became a conspicuous figure in 
Austrian affairs. From first reporting the pro- 
ceedings of the aristocratic Dietin a MS. journal, 
he began the publication of a news-letter at 
Pesth in 1836, but he was not allowed to go on. 
He was sentenced in 1838 to three years’ im- 
prisonment for political offenses, and was denied 
the use of pen and'ink and even of books. In the 
second year he was allowed to read, but, as all 
litical books were interdicted, he selected an 
nglish grammar, a pronouncing dictionary, 
and a copy of Shakspeare in English. Without 
knowing a single word he began to read “The 
Tempest.\’ He was engaged for a fortnight in 
getting through the firstpage. ‘‘ Look,”’ he said. 
“what an instrument in the hands of providence 
begame my little knowledge of the English lan- 
guage which { was obliged to learn because for- 

idden to meddle with politics.” In May, 1840, 
Kossuth was liberated by a general amnesty. 
He came out shattered in health, but with 
an indomitable spirit. In 1847 Kossuth 
was returned to the Diet for the 
ty of Pesth, and soon, as an _ orator 
and debater, he made his influence felt. 
The Hungarian Constitution at this time gave to 
the nobility great privileges, such as freedom 
from taxation of every kind and from personal 
service in the army, except in case of invasion. 
They elected the magistrates and sent their dele- 
gates to the Lower House of the Diet. Kossuth 
was then the foremost. orator of the Liberal op- 
position. In 1848 came the French Revolution, 
which was followed by the downfali of Metter- 
nich March 13 of that year. Kossuth was in- 
trusted by Ferdinand with the formation of an 
independent Hungarian Ministry, and to himself 
was re the Department of Finance. In July 
the Diet met and voted levies and means of 
defense against the i in Croa- 
tia and Slavonia.

Everybody was charmed 
by his el and his mastery of 
the English language excited astonishment. 
A minor incident of his visit to this country was 
the beginning of the use of felt hats. The elo- 
quent Hungarian wore a soft felt hat, which be- 
came fashionable for young men, being repro- 
duced in the shops under the name of the Kossuth 
hat. Kossuth returned to Europe in July, 1852. 
In 1853 a rising in Hungary was projected, but 
it ended Sagetnoaniy. Kossuth's mother and 
sisters were banished from Hungary. He deliv- 
ered lectures about this time on the Hungarian 
question in England and Scotland. After a time 
spent in Paris, rance, England, and Italy, hop- 
ing totind Hungary’s opportunity, he returned, 
greatly disappointed, to England. In 1862 he 
went to Turin, where he remained in voluntary 
exile up to the day of his death. During the war 
of 1866 he issued an appeal to the Hungarian 
people to repudiate the arrangement with Aus- 
tria made by Deak. He was several times elected 
to the Diet of Pesth, but declined a seat, prefer 

voluntary exile, and occupying himself with 
scientific studies. In 1871 he ublished a paper’ 
on the “Variation of Color in the Stars.” 
When he reached his 80th birthday he was pre- 
sented with addresses from seventy-tive public 
bodies in Hungary, which were sent to him in 
Turin. He wrote with his own hand replies to 
every one of the addresses, On the occasion of 
his 90th birthday (in 1892) the Protestant church 
of Tallya, built 108 years ago, in which he was 
christened, had been entirely rebuilt and deeco- 
rated. After the church had been consecrated 
by Bishop Zalenka half adozen speeches upon 
the career of the patriot were delivered from the 
steps of the altar within the church, and in the

SHE BITES HIS WATCH CHAIN IN TWO, 


Dr. McGrath Testifies as to Ida Korton’s 
Condition at Detention Hospital, 

County Commissioners made a beginning 
yesterday in the investigation made against 
the management of the Detention Hospital 
for the Insane at Polk and Wood streets, 
The Commissioners present were: Chairman 
Edmanson and Commissioners Hoffman, 
Kuntsman, Coggswell, and Peacock, forming 
the investigating committee, and Commis- 
sioners Allen and Cool, and ex-Commissioner 
Byrne, ; 

Dr. M. F. MeGrath, ex-County Physician, 
testified that the patient, Ida Korton, when 
she arrived at the Detention Hospital was so 
violently insane that it took six men to hold 
her. The treatment she received was no more 
violent than was necessary. She had to be 
strapped down toachair. On one occasion 
while the doctor was standing near her she 
bit his watch chain in two. He further athted 
that since Ida Korton and her sister made 
their charge of bad treatment at the hospital 
they had both been returned to asylums, 

It developed that attendants seldom re- 
corded the condition of patients when re- 
ceived. No one seemed prepared with any 
knowledge of the charges which they had 
come to investigate. Dr. McGrath requested 
information. Commissioner Cool spoke of 
an affidavit made by a woman which con- 
firmed certain statements that male assistance 
was called to restrain female patients under 
improper conditions and at times when such 
assistance was altogether unnecessary. The 
Commissioner said the woman did not want 
her name made public. Commissioner Ed. 
manson said he was averse to having a star- 
chamber investigation. Then Cool said he 
did not Know it. 

The treatment of Nina Solomon, whose pre- 
carious condion when received at the Kanka- 
kee Asylum was vouched for by the author- 
ities of that institution, was brought up. The 
Kankakee people saia they removed her eye, 
which they found in a bad condition. 

Dr. McGrath said he did not think persons 
who had been confined in asylums were 


proper witnesses to appear before the com. ° 


mittee. Ex-Comwmissioner Byrne spoke in 
behalf of the old management of the hospital, 
and Commissioner Cov! began to ask ques- 
tions. Adjournment was taken to procure a 
stenographer and a notary public to swear 
witnesses. 


FRANKUM’S DEATH STILL A MYSTERY. 


Burke Discharged from Custody—Charge 
Against Alexian Brothers. 

George W. Frankum died at the County 
Hospital Monday from injuries received early 
Saturday morning. At the Coroner’s inquest 
yesterday the evidence was deemed unsuf.- 
ficient to hold. Ed Burkeand he was dis- 
charged, W.R. Barton was with Frankum 
early Saturday morning and testified that 
Burke was one of three men who joined them 
and at different times knocked Frankum 
down three times. The latter was found by 
the police at 6:30 Saturday morning. At 
the station he was examined by Assistant 
County Physician Keliner, who, it is said, 
pronounced him perfectly sound. Sunday he 
sent to No. 411 Dearborn avenue to friends, 
and a young woman came and took him 
away. The police report says that Sunday even- 
ing Dr. Ely of No. 373 Elm street was called 
and found him suffering from concussion of 
the brain and the ambulance took him to the 
County Hospital. 

M. D. Keen and R. M. Wilber of No. 411 
Dearborn avenue are friends of the dead man 
and think he was badly treated, both at the 
Chicago Avenue Station andat the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital, where he was taken for 
admission before going tothe County Hos- 

ital. They say admission was refused at the 

ospital to the sufferer unless his friends paid 
$10 for his board for a week and extra for a 
nurse. They said they did not have the 
money, but were perfectly goodAor it. 

Brother Ambrose, who has charge of the 
admission of patients at the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital denied positively that pay was de- 
manded as a requisite of admission. He said 
the hospital physician examined the patient 
and it was found that he could not safely be 
placed with other patients in the general 
wards. A private room and a nurse were nec- 
essary and the friends with the patient would 
not guarantee this. They did not then think 
there was any danger in transferring the man 
to the County Hospital. This statement is 
corroborated by the police. Brother Ambrose 
says they entertain an average of 900 charity 
patients at the hospital a year.

In the saame period ‘the Hyde 
Park Gas company sold 214,519,516 cubic 
feet, the Lake Gas company 184,195,242 
cubic feet, the Suburban Gas company 158,-

This 
affiant further states that the affidavit referred 
te in the letter above mentioned was the general 
affidavit sent ont by the Secretary of State in 
compliance with the anti-trust law passed by the 
General Assembly of the State of Llinois in 


1891. 

Attached to the affidavit is a copy of the 
resolution passed by the directors of the Sub- 
urban Gas company authorizing the sale of 
part of the plant of the former to tne Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company, as . described in 
the affidavit. A copy of the contract between 
the gas company and the city was also given. 


Balance Sheets and Revenue Accounts. 


The balance sheets of different companies 
made up the balance of the exhibit. Oct. 1, 
1892, the Chicago Gashght and Coke com- 
pany had $16,042,941 of gross assets and 
liabilities of $13,972,122. The following 
month its surplus had increased to $2,104,-

M’'GUIRE SAYS IT’S A CONSPIRACY. 
Several Persons with Grievaygees Unite to 

Depress the Stoc 

E. A, MecGuire’s affidavit, which was read 
first at the afternoon session, charges that 
Henry C. Rew of the National Gas and Water 
company has endeavored to induce the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company to use cer- 
tain patents. The Chicago Gaslight and 
Coke company refused to do so and some 
time thereafter Rew filed a bill alleging that 
the four principal gas companies were using 
the devices covered by his patents, It is 
also said Rew tried to  per- 
suade the gas company to purchase 
the bonds of the Cicero Gas company, 
which he owns and eonfrols, The legal ad- 
viser of Rew is Col, John 8. Cooper, who, it 
is averred, has acted’ for Rew in harassing 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke company. 
Alvah W. Ketcham, it is said, is connected 
with Rew and Cooper in a scheme to annoy 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke. company. 
When Ketcham left the service of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company the affi- 
davit declares that he took away note books 
for the sole purpose of deriving such pecuni- 
ary advantage as was possible. The garbled 
and incomplete statements in his affidavit are 
made up from his note books, Ketcham, it 
is said, has given out that -_Rew and 
Cooper were going to down the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company and that 
Cooper had been paid a retainer of $10,000 
by Rew. The affiant says’on his information 
and belief that an article appearing in a Chi- 
cago paper Jan, 30 last was written by Coop- 
erand Ketcham, Prior thereto large short sales 
in Chicago Gas had been made on New York 
Stock Exchange, Jan. 29 the price of the 
stock was 66 in the morning. Jan. 30 it had 
declined to 61%. On those two days, it is al- 
leged,60,000 shares were sold short on account 
of Chicago parties.

The affidavit of C. K. G. Billings, Vice- 
President of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company, says that according to the agree- 
ment between the company and the city gas 
was furnished from June 17, 1891, to Jan. 
1, 1893, ata price not exceeding $1.25 per 
thousand feet, and during 1893 not exceeding

says that the company has, in pursuance of 
the agreement, paid to the city 344 per cent 
of its gross receipts each year. r.

Metropolitan Gas company to furnish gas at 
$1 per thousand feet Feb. 5, 1894, and that 
am ordinance for the Mutual Fuel Gas com- 
pany at the samé rate has been introduced. 

‘The affidavit of C. K. Wooster, Secretary of 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke company, says 
that the stock alleged assigned illegally in 
the name of E, Jerzmanowski for the 
benefit of the Chicago company from the 
capital stock of the Suburban Gas company 
wus put with him as security to secure the 
payment of money advanced by’ the Chicago 
Gas company for the laying of the Suburban 
company’s mains, For this reason stock is car- 
ried as an asset by the larger company. The 
affiant states he does not know the terms on 
which the stock of the ee pose ty Aiea 
deposited with the Fidelity Insurance, Trust 
and Safe Deposit company, and that no trust 
deeds appear on the records, He is of the 
belief that the stock in the a Gaslight 
and Coke company held by the Chicago 
Trust company was deposited with the Fidel- 
ity company to secure a trust deed of $10,- 
000,000, against which the Gaslight and 
Coke company issued its bonds, such stocks 
still bemg held in feng as security. 

The affidavit of John Williams, a practical 
gas engineer of fifteen years’ experience, de- 
clares that the prices charged in Chicago, 
$1.15 per 1,000 feet for lighting and $1 for 
fuel purposes, are lower in proportion to 
cost of labor, and material, and the quality of 
gas than in any city of the United States, ex 
cept Milwaukee. 

Theodore B. Wells, in 1887 Secretary of 
the Gaslight and Coke merge a id says that 
the 198,000 shares of stock of t ye eam 
representing $5,000,000, was all in the han 
of individual owners, and that the compere 
did not control any of those shares and ha 
no power to pledge and sell them. He makes 
a statement concerning a fidelity transaction 
on his knowledge similar to that of Mr, 
Wooster. 

George A. Yuille, Secretary of the Gas- 
light and Coke company in 1891, makes a 
like statemegt. 


KETCHAM BACK TO THE ATTACK, 


Denies All of McGuire’s Statements and Ex- 
plains the Latter’s Position, 

The counter affidavits are from Ketcham in 
reply to that of McGuire, in which he says 
that May 10, 1891, while employed by C. K. 
G. Billings in the capacity of secretary he 
became acquainted with the facts heretofore 
stated in a previous affidavit and denies the 
statement made by McGuire in his affidavit 
that he surreptitiously took from the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company notebooks which 
were the property of the corporation. The 
affidavit further goes on to say that a short 
time after leaving his employment as secre- 
tary to Mr. Billi he exposed to 
John 8S. Cooper the facts that came to his 
knowledge during his term of service; that 
his motive in so doing was disinterested, and 
that he did merely what he considered his 
duty as a man and acitizen. Ketcham denies 
having ever seen John $. Cooper previous to 
the month of December, 1893, and also de- 
nies that he has received from Cooper or auy 
one else any pecuniary compensation or the 
promise of any reward for his information re- 

arding the affairs of the gas companies. 
The affiaat says that while McGuire is em- 
ployed by the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company ostensibly as a clerk, he is in 
reality a director of both that concern and’ 
the Consumers’ Gas company, although he 
owns no stock in either of the corporations, 
the fact being that the one share of stock 
which he is ‘presumed to represent in each 
company is really the property of those com- 


nies. 
Phe affidavit further sets forth that the rea- 
son for Kectham voluntarily leaving the serv- 
ice of the company when he did was because 
his employer asked him todo certain things 
which were against his inclination, and to the 
instrument is appended a letter of recom- 
menaution from George R. Knapp, given him 
upon resigning his secretaryship. 

All connection with Henry C. Rew, whos is 
mentioned in McGuire's affidavit, is repudi- 
ated and denial is also made of his having 
said that Cooper had been paid by Rew for 
services in connection with the gas com- 
panies of Chicago. 

Ketcham’s affidavit also gives a copy of a 
circular descriptive of the prosvects of the 
Chicago gas companies issued in 1891. The cir- 
cular was noted in Tue Trisune recently, 
It concludes withan analysis of the cost of 
water gas made in September, 1803, by the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke company.

tified the affidavit file in his court in the case 
of Winterscheidt as an applicant for naturali- 
zation. It was signed by Tigerman, who 
vouched for the applicant underoath. Ex- 
Detective Samuel O'Neill, the last witness of 
the day, said that when arrested Tigerman 
said there were hundreds of other people in 
the business of naturalizing “ greenhorns,” 
and he did not see why he was picked out for 
arrest.

Mrs. Farwell presided. The speakers were 
Mrs. William Boyd of Kansas City, Miss Ida 
Bradshaw of Milwaukee, and Miss Effie K. 
Price, General Secretary of the association. 
They explained at some length and in detail 
the objects of the organization, how it was 
started in one of the Eastern colleges eight 
years ago, how it has grown, and the good 
work that is being accomplished. 

Mrs. Boyd, who is an exceedingly entertain- 
ing talker, gave a glowing account of the 
rapid spread of this movement among young 
women ali over the world. From the small 
beginning made such a few years ago the 
work has grown until now there is a World’s 
Christian Association of young women. In 
1886, when the first general meeting was 
held at Lake Geneva, the International 
committee was formed and Chicago 
was chosen as the headquarters. 
Now there are 260 local associations 
in colleges and seminaries and sixty in cities 
of 10.000 population and over throughout the 
country. A great anany of the most active 
workers are now pushing the cause in Japan, 
China, India, Corea, Africa, and other foreign 
lands. The objects; she said, are to doa def- 
inite work for a definite class—young women. 
The work is educational and religious, as well 
as for physical culture and development in 
gymnasiums. The local associations spend 
from $1,000 to $1,500 in attractions, the 
State associations expend from $800 to 
$2,500 annually, and last year the national 
body spent $11,000 in the advancement of 
the cause. 

Miss Bradshaw told of the workings of the 
local association at Milwaukee, while Miss 
Price gave a statement of what the Interna- 
tional comygnittee is doing. The chief idea ad- 
vanced by all three speakers is that the asso- 
ciation has opened a field for the intellectual, 
social, religious, and physical training of all 
classes of young women they have long 
wanted but never before had the privilege of 
enjoying. In many ways it makes them use- 
ful and better women. It fits them for every 
walk of life and takes away the selfishness so 
often manifested in educational, religious, and 
charitable works.

West Park Board Orders a Committee to 
Make an Itemized Report. 

President Moll stated yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the West Park Board that of the special 
improvement fund of $100,000 there re- 
mained but $50,000, and that receipts from 
the tax levy will be $260,000 and from other 
sources $15,000. General Superintendent 
Mahoney estimates that $220,000 will be re- 
quired for expenses. Last year’s general 
fund was overdrawn $40,000 and $15,000 
must be paid on-the Washington boulevard 
pavement. This equals the amount of the 
estimated receipts, To meet the obligations 
incurred previous to 1893 strict economy 
will be necessary as contracts exceeding the 
funds held by the board are still outstanding. 

The Finance committee was ordered to 
prepare an itemized cash statement of the 
condition of the board’s resources. Harry 
Wilkinson, the new Secretary, presented his 
bond for $25,000, with John A. Roche and 
John A. King as sureties, which was accepted. 
Paul Natowski was awarded the contract for 
the woman’s building in Gartield Park to 
cost $6,500. The salary list, totaling over 
$2,500, was approved.

The pioneer in prohibition legislation was 
toasted in tea, hot and cold, and his health 
drank in coffee.

Speeches were made by Laay 
Henry Somerset, Miss Frances E. Willard, 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson, and Louise Ormiston- 
Chant, all of whom highly eulogized Gen. 
Dow. Surmounting the flags over the organ 
was an immense portrait of the American 
temperance advocate. 

Ludy Henry Somerset, Miss Willard, Sir

We are profoundly grateful for the character 
that illustrates the spotless purity of life, fora 
career devoted to the emancipation of the slave, 
the cause of total abstinence, and the enfranchise- 
ment of women, and for the courage that dared to 
be in the right with two or three and held stead- 
fastiy on its way till crowned by the action of 
that great majority which gave constitutional 
prohibition to the State of Maine. We pray that 
peas ninety beneficent years be rounded toa 
nundred and that you may tarry with us until 
the mother country enables her people to 
put the liquor traffic under the ban of the law 
and make home protection-the watchword of her 
politics. We feel sure that a birthday was never 
so universally observed without distinction of 
nation, sect, or party, and we argue from this in- 
dication of the cosmopolitan character of the 
temperance reform, its universal conquest when 
“the race out of childhood has grown.”’ 

During the course of the meeting a letter 
from Gen. Dow to Miss Willard dated Jan. 3 
was read. In this letter the General says 
there is no tendency in the State of Maine to 
repeal the prohibitory law, and he adds: 

I think a successful attempt will be madein the 
Legislature this winter to pass a resolution sub- 
mitting a proposal to admit women to the fran- 
chise on equal terms with men. 

A resolution submitted by Sir Wilfrid Law- 
son set forth that the meeting trusts the gov- 
ernment will allow nothing to interfere with 
the passage of the local veto bill during the 
present session of Parliament. .

If the Ferris wheel is to be retained in Chi. 
cago on the West Side, as the Minnette club 
and other interests desire, action must be 
taken soon. Mr. Ferris and Engineer Onder- 
donk are in New York negotiating for the re- 
moval of the wheel to that city. The outlook 
is that they will close the deal there within 
ten days. It is proposed to purchase a block 
down-town, remove all the buildings, and 
devote the entire square to a proper setting 
for the wheel. The New-Yorkers have indi. 
cated a disposition to assist this project. 
Mr. Ferris is anxious to have the mat- 
ter settled soon so that he may de.

The wheel 
cost $395,000. An official of the company 
said yesterday that it would cost $100,000 
to remove it; that if the West Side people ex- 
pected to purchase it outright the price would 
probably be in the neighborhood of a quarter 
of a million. It has been partially dis- 
mantled, and it would require four months 
for its removal and setting up in running or- 
der. The official said: “If Chicago wants 
the wheel retained here it must take action at 
once.

Lighthouses Put in Service. 


All the lighthouses on Lake Michigan and 
Green Bay were put in service last night, and 
today the lighthouse steamer Dahlia begins re- 
placing the buoys which were taken up last fall 
to prevent them being carried away by the ice. 
The first boat of the grain fleet to leave may be 
the steamer W. H. Barnum, which was chartered 
yesterday for corn to Port Huron at two cents, 
to sail on or before April 1.

SUPREME COURT DEOIDES HE CAN 
OUST THE BOARD OF OANVASSERS. 


The Three State Officials of Michigan 
Charged with Gross Neglect of Duty 
Are Forced to Vacate=New Appoint- 
ments Promptly Made and the New 
Officers Qualify—There Will Be No Con- 
testeRetiring Officers Start a Fight but 
See No Chance to Win. 


LansivG, Mich., March 20.—[Specia!.]~ 
Michigan has two new State officers tonight 
and a third will be inducted into office tomor- 
row, These changes follow the filing by the 
Supreme Court this morning of a unanimous 
opinion, written by Justice Hooker, sustain- 
ing the action of Gov. Rich in removing Sec- 
retary of State Jochim, State Treasurer Ham- 
bitzer, and Land Commissioner Berry for 
gross neglect of duty. The court also entered 
a judgment of ouster against the three offi- 
cers and issued a writ commanding them to 
forthwith vacate their respective offices. 
New appointments were made at once and 
are as follows: 

SECRETARY OF STATE—Tuae Rev. WAsnHINe- 
TON GARDNER of Albion. 

STATE TREASURER- James M. WiLKrnson 
of Marquette. 

LAND COMMISSIONER—Wiu1tAM A. Frencu 
of Belle. 

Col. Atkinson of Detroit requested the 
court for a stay of proceedings until the re- 
spondents decided whether or not to appeal 
to the United States Supreme Covrt. This 
request was at once denied, and Col. Atkinson 
then announced he would ask’ the Chief 
d ustice to issue a writ of error to the Federal 
Supreme Court. This request was subse- 
quently made in chambers, but as Chief 
Jastice McGrath evinced a disposition not to 
gtant the writ the application was withdrawn. 

The new appointees, who were all present 
in the Governor’s office, at once took the oath 
of office before ex-Justice Cahill of the Su- 
freme Court, and orders for their commis- 
sions were sent to Secretary Jochim. That 
official wished to hear from his counsel, Col. 
Atkinson, before complying with the Gov- 
ernor’s orders, and a truce was declared until 
the afternoon. 

Having been unable to setéure either a stay 
of judgment or a writ or error, both Smith, 
Lee, and Day of this city, attorneys, and Col. 
Atkinson of Detroit, counsel for the deposed 
officials, advised them to surrender possession 
of their offices to the Governor’s appointees 
on demand, and let the matter drop without 
appeal tu the Federal Court. This plan was 
agreed to,‘and early this afternoon Messrs. 
Jochim and Berry delivered possession to 
Secretary Gardner and Commissioner French. 
There was no ceremony whatever, the new 
men merely arg | on the beheaded officials 
at their private offices anda being duly recog. | 
nized by the latter as their successors. Treas- 
urer Wilkinson’s boni will not arrive from 
Marquette until tomorrow, and he will not 
qualify until then. 

As required by the statute Gov. Rich ap- 
pointed Frank Wells and Seymour Foster of 
Lansing, who, with Secretary Gardner, to- 
night sealed up the treasury vault in the pres- 
ence of Treasurer Hambitzer and one of his 
sureties. Tomorrow this seal will be broken 
and the contents of the treasury turned over 
to Treasurer Wilkinson, who will in. the mean- 
time have qualified. 

Joseph Selden of Sand Beach and Burton 
Parker of Monroe this evening qualified as 
Deputy Secretary of State and Deput 
Commissioner respectively. E. B. Howard 
of Ishpeming, formerly Collector of the Port 
of Marquette, will be Deputy Tréasurer. 

The opinion of the court sustains the Gov- 
ernor’s action in every particular. It denies 
the claim that the Michigan Constit ution, 
giving the Governor power to removefor 
gross neglect of duty, contravenes the 
fourteenth amendimnent. to the Federal VUon- 
stitution and says that a public office cannot 
be called property within the meaning of this 
amendment. The constitutional officer is de- 
clared to be an agent of the government, and 
fis election has none of the ingredients ofa 
contract, and one of the constitutional pro- 
visions upon which he takes his office is that 
he is subject to removal for gross neglect of 
duty. Numerous authorities were cited to 
show how due process of law is not nhecessari-” 
ly judicial process and that administrative 
process is as much due process as any other. 

In response to the complaint that the Gov- 
ernor made his own charges, employed his 
own counsel, and therefore sat as Judge in his 
own case, the court says that one of his duties 
is to investigate the State offices. He is given 
inquisitorial power that he may ascertain their 
condition. ' No other means is provided for 
acquiring the necessary information. If he 
discovers irregularities of particular character 
it is his duty to remove the officer and supply 
his place by appointment. Judge Hooker 
dwelt at length on the character of the 
charges, and says the neglect to examine the 
canvass before signing it was gross within the 
meaning of the law and justified executive in- 
terference.
